AY REST ASSURED that I, a 
Y tack, am one layman that will not 
attempt to pass on a man’s qualifica- 
s and his capability and whether or not 
the knowledge to practice the highly 
technical profession of a veterinarian. Sure- 
iy, the passing on a man’s qualifications in 

, profession should be by a man highly 

trained in that profession and certainly not 

by a layman. 

I am not one who looks upon the men of 
your profession as those in whom one can- 
not have explicit confidence, or men who re- 

uire constant supervision and that any or 
ali their reports and. records must be viewed 
with suspicion. 

But, I do look upon the men in your pro- 
fession in IHinois as a most honorable group 
and, if left alone to practice your profession 
as you see fit, you will take care of your 
cients, the stockmen of Illinois, as they 
should be taken care of and by so doing 
eliminate many of the live stock diseases. 

I believe that if the veterinarians of Illi- 
nois were placed on their honor and permitt- 
ed to use their best judgment, we in Illinois 
would be many years ahead of where we 
now are in combating and eliminating some 
of our most complex problems in animal dis- 
eases, particularly the disease known as 
Bangs’. I think the present day procedure 
in the elimination of this disease in Illinois 
is wrong. 

The report of Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, made in 
December, 1940, on the results of years of 
experimental vaccination of calves with 
strain 19, reported they carried on experi- 
mental work on 48,000 calves which were 
picked from infected herds ranging in infec- 
tion from fifteen to thirty percent. Those 
calves were injected with strain 19 between 
the ages of four and eight months and some 
for experimental purposes much older. They 
were retained on the infected premises, 
with the infected animals and checked at 
frequent intervals thereafter, to observe 
their reaction on changes in titer. Ninety- 
six percent of these calves lost their titer 
from nine to ten months following vaccina- 
tion. Four percent continued to carry a titer 
for an indefinite length of time, but three 
out of four animals showing titer passed 
through a normal stage of gestation and 
delivered normal calves. The remaining ani- 
mal, or one percent, had a tendency to 
abort. 

The entire group of 48,000 calves were 
closely checked, and the final results of the 
experimentation showed only one percent 
abortion in the entire group. The result of 
an experiment of 48,000 head must surely 
give the proper result, from which to arrive 
at definite conclusions. 

his experimentation conclusively shows 
that the successful way to eliminate Bangs’ 

disease in cattle is an all-out calfhood vac- 
cination of calves ranging in age from four 
to eight months.

was chairman, held last year, we continued 
to hear from the Department of the wonder- 
ful success and progress Illinois is making 
on calfhood vaccination. So, I took it upon 
myself to get the record on the number of 
calves that had been vaccinated, or the per- 
centage, and I was informed that the rec- 
ords showed that a little less than two 
calves had been vaccinated out of every 100. 
The other ninety-eight were not given the 
best known treatment for immunization and. 
could go ahead and spread the disease and 
be sold at farm sales or community barns 
as the owners willed. Can we hope to con- 
quer this disease with such a procedure? 

I contribute this almost utter failure to 
immunize the calfhood population of Illinois 
against Bangs’ disease to the complicated 
rules and regulations you veterinarians have 
been compelled to operate under. In my 
judgment, unless we very materially change 
the rules and regulations in Illinois, this 
work of vaccinating or immunizing the calf- 
hood population. in Illinois will never be ac- 
complished, because the work is being bog- 
ged down with unnecessary requirements 
and procedure. Could we ever expect to 
have enough veterinarians to bleed every 
animal in every herd and also accomplish 
100% calfhood vaccination ? 

After those of us working together be- 
came familiar with the results of this great 
experiment on such a huge plan, as related 
by Dr. Mohler, we began, with the help of 
many co-workers, to revise and rewrite the 
Bangs’ Disease Control Law, and attempt to 
have the rules and regulations simplified 
by the Division of Live Stock Industry so 


that every veterinarian in Illinois could 
participate in the coritrol of this disease. 
Statistics show that there should be at least 
500,000 calves vaccinated with strain 19 an- 
nually in Illinois. This would require three 
vaccinations each year on many farms. 

By accomplishing such a result, in five 
years’ time we would have injected a suf- 
ficient number of calves to give Illinois 
almost an entire population of immunized 
breeding cattle. Many breeders have carried 
on calfhood vaccination by their veterinar- 
ian for a number of years. Many of these 
herds have reached the stage whereby all 
animals are immunized to the disease and 
are delivering normal calves. I believe with 
the proper leadership of the Live Stock De- 
partment of Illinois we could approach such 
a desired result. Just what are we trying 
to do? Are we not trying to eliminate the 
disease and to have the breeding herds of 
cattle in Illinois immunized against the 
disease? 

We, as live stock breeders, feel that the 
State of Illinois should stress with much 
more emphasis an all-out calfhood vaccina- 
tion program, cut out the frills, vaccinate 
calves. Is there any other remedy? 

With a representation of 3,000,000 cattle 
in Illinois, we can readily see that it is im- 
possible and impractical to carry on blood 
testing to any degree of efficiency, if the 
calfhood vaccination is to be accomplished. 

We, therefore, as stockmen, feel that we 
should confine our services to the immuniza- 
tion of calves, remove all objectionable 4 
ulations to the producer and do a 100% job.

HE HOTTEST inside-the-Administra- 

tion fight in a long time now is revolv- 

ing around the two-months old official 
announcement that farm subsidies will be 
removed gradually—and will end not later 
than next June 30th. 

When OPA Adminstrator Chester Bowles 
okayed subsidy removal not many weeks 
after VJ-Day, he apparently had every rea- 
son to believe that increasing supplies and 
decreasing consumer demand would enable 
him to remove ceilings without danger of 
a price increase. 

That, at least, was the assumption on 
which he agreed to subsidy removal. 

All of that has changed now. While sup- 
plies of most foods have been up to expec- 
tations, consumer demand has_ increased 
rather than decreased. That was something 
stabilization officials just had not counted 
upon. 

During the war Americans at home ate 
108 per cent as much food as they did on 
the average from 1935 to 1940. When ra- 
tioning—except for sugar—was removed 
there was a spurt of buying. Officials 
thought it was only a spurt and did not 
trouble to revise their calculations. 

However, since then increasing demand 
for foods has raised consumer buying to 115 
per cent of 1935-40—seven per cent over 
the war-time level. Instead of hoarding, 
there is every indication that this increase 
is going into direct consumption. 

The demand has kept nearly all foods 
close to the ceiling. Whenever ceilings 
have been increased—as in the case of but- 
ter—or suspended—citrus for example—the 
demand has carried prices upward. 

Last Summer Secretary of Agriculture 
Clinton Anderson proposed that farmers and 
consumers “split the difference” on subsi- 
dies—that is, that the OPA increase ceilings 
by one-half the amount of the subsidy to be 
removed. He stressed, however, that this 
would be effective only if done while “con- 
sumer demand is strong” and that it would 
fail if we waited until “consumer demand 
weakened after the war.” 


That is the background of the present 
fight—a three-cornered struggle involving 
the OPA, the USDA and labor-minded White 
House Stabilization Director Collet. Ander- 
son no longer is so anxious to “svlit the dif- 
ference” in view of increasing industrial 
wage rates. 

As he sees it, labor with White House 
backing stands a pretty good chance of 
holding all of its war-time income gains. So, 
he reasons, why should farmers be forced to 
take a price cut? 

Bowles is jockeying to get the best bar- 
gain he can, too. He no longer talks of re- 
moval of all ceilings by June 30th. He, in 
fact, doesn’t like to talk about ceiling in- 
creases much less removal. 

Whenever he is cornered in Congress or 
before groups asking for price relief he 
screams about inflation. No one in Wash- 
ington doubts that he is both sincere and 
correct in his warning. The inflation danger 
is real. 

The White House has been stalling a de- 
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cision on ceiling increases until the labor 
situation calms down a bit. Few here doubt 
but that Bowles will order ceiling increases 
—willingly or unwillingly—simultaneously 
with subsidy removal. 

For Aberdeen-Angus JOURNAL readers 
we asked responsible officials in eight dif- 
ferent government departments for their 
guess on how much inflation we would have 
in 1946. The average guess was 22 per cent. 
In other words, the average of things you 
buy for $1.00 now will cost you $1.22 by the 
end of the year.

Washington agricultural and price offic- 
ials differ considerably as to what is likely 
to happen to meat animal prices when sub- 
sidies are removed. Most of them agree 
that demand likely will remain strong. 
Prices, then, depend to a great extent on 
what is done about retail meat ceilings. 

There is considerably more optimism so 
far as producers are concerned than there 
was a few weeks ago. Prices to producers 
likely will be pretty close to what the gov- 
ernment decides it should be. 

The OPA and USDA are farther apart 
than the negotiators have been willing to 
admit officially. The OPA is unwilling to 
pass on all the present subsidy to consum- 
ers. It amounts to nearly $5,000,000.00 a 
day. During the war the federal treasury 
paid nearly $6,000,000,000.00 of consumers’ 
food bill in the form of subsidies. 

OPA tactics generally are to squeeze as 
hard as possible on costs between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. It thinks that 
packers should absorb at least a sizeable 
portion of subsidy removal costs. A side- 
show the one big dispute is the question of 
how much of the subsidy loss packers can 
absorb. 

The OPA is making an investigation in an 
effort to determine how much packers’ mar- 
gins can be squeezed, how much lower net 
return farmers can afford with feed costs 
what they are, and how much of an increase 
can be passed on to consumers without re- 
sulting in renewed labor pressure for higher 


wages. 
* 


Total subsidies to slaughterers and pro- 
ducers combined at present average about 
$2.10 per 100 pounds, liveweight, for all 
meat animals sold for slaughter. That is the 
equivalent of $3.35 per 100 pounds at whole- 
sale and $3.95 at retail stores. 

Thus, the OPA and USDA are agreed, it 
would require a general increase averaging 
four cents a pound at retail to hold both 
producer prices and packer margins at pres- 
ent levels. The OPA’s bargaining position 
for holding down consumer prices has weak- 
ened since it rejected Anderson’s offer of a 
50-50 split last summer. 

Stabilization Director Collet will seek to 
“compromise” OPA and USDA differences. 
One suggestion which has met with consid- 
erable support among government officials 
is that a two cents increase be passed on to 
consumer, with producers and packers joint- 
ly absorbing the remainder. 
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Most subsidy payments on mea 
animals are scheduled to end i ae 
June 30th. The original “roll back” sub. 
sidy of $1.30 per 100 pounds paid to hog 
slaughterers is scheduled to end not ‘elar 
than March 31st. 4 

The remaining subsidy of four ce 
100 pounds on hogs is due to end wag 
30th, together with all subsidies on sheep 
and cattle—except the special 40 cents per 
100 pounds liveweight made as payment to 
non-processing slaughters. No date has 
been set for ending that payment. 

The feed subsidy paid to dair 
the special 50 cents for fed one Meat, 
are due to end on June 30th. In the case of 
the feeder subsidy for cattle, however, there 
is a promise of six months advance notice. 


In the background—but having a vita] 
bearing on the ultimate decision—is the 
question of whether the OPA and other 
stabilization measures will be extended by 
Congress beyond June 30th. All expire on 
that date unless renewed. 

Bowles has been moving Heaven and 
Earth—to say nothing of Congressmen—in 
an effort to get a build-up for extension of 
his price control powers. There are signs, 
too, that he is making some progress. 

The Administration has talked de-control 
so long—or more accurate, did talk it until 
recently—that it is going to be difficult to 
do an about-face. Congress, facing the 1946 
elections, is likely to do whatever it thinks 
will be most popular with the voters. 

Bowles would like to see a twelve-months 
extension, but our soundings on the Hill in- 
dicate that he’ll probably get a six-months 
extension—to December 3lst—and will be 
told emphatically to wind up his affairs by 
that time. The people, Congress believes, 
want a definite promise as to when OPA 
controls are going to end. 

Not long ago Secretary Anderson restor- 
ed the Bureau of Agricultural Economics to 
its pre-war status as strictly a “statistical 
and economic research” agency, supposedly 
to remove it from the influence of other 
agencies charged with planning and carry- 
ing out agricultural programs. 

One of the first things the “pure” econ- 
omists did was to get cross-wise of “front 
office” on the live stock and meat situation 
outlook. Anderson’s “front office” view is 
that demand for meats will continue at the 
present rate of 160 to 165 pounds per per- 
son, compared with an annual pre-war per- 
capita consumption of about 126 pounds. 

Such a demand, the executive department 
of USDA thinks, couldn’t mean anything 
but another year of booming prosperity for 
meat producers. Clashing with that view 1s 
the BAE report which says: 

“Even if ceiling prices on meat were rals- 
ed or removed when subsidies are with- 
drawn, average returns to farmers and 
ranchers for all classes of meat animals 
probably will average lower, at least in the 
last half of 1946, than they did in the last 
half of 1945, with the possible exception of 
lambs.”

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Peruvian kK 1esta . « Marks Live Stock Arrival 


odors, beer and wine flowed, 

pct panes girls and their cowhand 
friends held a fiesta in the public plaza as 
the Peruvian cattle town of Ocros recently 
celebrated the arrival of sixteen tender- 
feet” from the United States. 

Ocros is a community of 2,500 souls 

rched 12,000 feet above the Pacific on the 

Peruvian Andean slopes. Men, women and 

children are cattle folk. They average 

about ten head of cattle for each family, 
pasture them on the Andean ranges, and 

in their livelihood from milk and cheese 
sold in the Lima markets. 

Offhand Ocros would scarcely seem the 
sort of place to welcome a group of tender- 
footed outsiders. But these visitors had 
come to stay and to raise production stand- 
ards in Ocros. They were sixteen Brown 
Swiss bulls sent by SCIPA—Servicio Co- 
operative Inter-Americano de Produccion de 
Alimentos, or the joint Peruvian-American 
Cooperative Food Commission—to improve 
the stock of the Ocrosinos. 

The bulls were trucked up to within fif- 
teen miles of Ocros, but had to be unloaded 
there because the rock-lined, stony trail was 
too narrow for the machines. Their last 
3,000 foot climb was done on the hoof and 
hooves were tender when they arrived. 

But their reception made up for that. 
John R. Neale, Servicio Chief reporting to 
the Food Supply Division of the Institute 
of Inter-American Affairs which handles 
the United States’ end of the cooperative 
program under the Office of Inter-Ameri- 
can Affairs, said most of the men and boys 
of Ocros met the small herd five kilometers 
downtrail, and literally pushed them up the 
last grade. Neale said the bulls had “be- 
come gentle as dogs” from constant af- 
fectionate handling. 

Entrance into Ocros itself was worthy 
of a group of visiting dignitaries. 
Neale tell it: 

“They marched up the narrow 
cobbled streets and through the arch- 
ed doorway of the house of one of the 
most important citizens. Through his 
court and garden they were ushered 
into a high walled lot. There they 
were fed and watered and bedded | 
down for the night.” } 

But it was a short night for the 
cattle. Boys and adults were up at 
dawn for a better look at the new 
members of the community. They 
were led to a_ specially prepared 
alfalfa paddock. And there, through- 
out the day, all of the people had a 
chance to get acquainted. 

Neale said he tried, but there was 
no work for him that day. The band 
arrived with its six battered trumpets, 
a “specially reinforced bass drum,” 
and Neale reported the Indian boys 
kept at “their musical noise” from 
noon until midnight. Then there was 
a three-hour luncheon by the Ocros 
Cattlemen’s Association. Nobody 
wanted to work after that, so they 
went to the town hall where the 
mayor presided and _ opportunities 
were provided “for whoever wanted to 
make speeches.” At dark the electric 
lights failed to work properly and cut 
short the speeches so everybody danc- 
ed to the glow of kerosene lanterns. 
This went on until midnight to the 
forceful music of the band” and con- 
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B ANDS played, roasting pits gave off

tinued to the stamp of feet and clapping of 
hands beyond that. 

Distribution of the bulls was to take place 
at seven a. m. the next day but the fiesta 
spirit persisted, and it was only after a ten 
o’clock breakfast by the governor that the 
official drawing for allotment of the bulls 
began. This proved to be a walk-away, for 
sometime during the festivities each eligible 
cattleman had selected the bull he and his 
family wanted and by mutual agreement 
each drew the correct number. 

There was a note of discord however, pro- 
vided by some “conservative and landed 
gentry of the place,” who wanted the bulls 
and “tried to be impressive about it.” But 
they were known as men who had scoffed 
when the cooperative scheme was first 
broached, saying “the government would 
never provide bulls for Ocros, and if it did, 
they would not be good bulls.” The com- 
mittee gave these citizens short shrift. 


The Ocros incident was reported to the 
Institute as a sample of enthusiastic co- 
operation in the Inter-American program to 
increase national growth of foodstuffs as a 
phase of hemisphere basic economy. Actual- 
ly the fiesta-inspiring gift required months 
of careful preparation. Those receiving the 
bulls had to be known for their ability and 
willingness to treat them with sympathetic 
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care. They were required to have proper 
stalls and equipment and good pasturage. 
They had to be persons interested in com- 
munity advancement, and had to signify 
willingness for SCIPA or Agricultura] Min- 
istry examinations of the stock at any time. 

In return for the pure line bulls the re- 
ceivers agreed to turn over to SCIPA a 
creole bull not good for scientific breeding. 
The best breeding calves sired by the Swiss 
bulls were to be earmarked for community 
use for two years. The Ocrosinos further 
agreed not to sell the bulls until their terms 
of tenure had been fulfilled without first 
obtaining SCIPA approval, and _ they 
promised to vaccinate or otherwise medicate 
the animals according to SCIPA recom- 
mendations. 

Of singular import to the Ocrosinos, the 
bull reception episode was only one of a 
number of developments sponsored by the 
cooperative Servicio. These include ad- 
vancement. of general beef production, poul- 
try raising, land improvement through irri- 
gation, distribution of fruit and vegetable 
seeds, cross-breeding of hogs, and numerous 
other projects for a sounder national agrar- 
ian economy.

Mexico, to inspect San Cristobal Ranch 
and its fine herd of commercial Aberdeen-

It was round-up time and I 
saw this great herd brought 
into the corrals where the late 
spring calves weighing ap- 
proximately 375 pounds were 
cut off and were offered to 
the buyers. I will never forget 
the great sight of these cattle 
coming across the valley, a_ sight that 
would thrill any cattleman. It made me

that has been proved beyond any doubt by 
the ability of this great herd of cattle to 
excel all competitive breeds under the same 
conditions—with few exceptions a calf with 
every cow. No cancer eye, no dehorning, 
and very few calves are below 
average. I can now easily 
understand the enthusiasm 
among our breeders and pro- 
moters in the range country 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
This is a real proving ground 
for our breed and they are con- 
vincing the real cattleman who 
bases his investments and 
time completely on tonnage of 
the outstanding merits of these 
Bonnie Blacks. I can readily 
understand why we are receiv- 
ing orders for thousands of 
commercials to go on_ the 
ranches of the west. I can 
also easily see why it is neces- 
sary for everyone interested in 
the breed to put forth every 
effort possible to supply the 
cattle that are in such great 
demand and to see that the 
distribution is handled proper- 
ly. The possibilities of this 
great outlet is in its infancy 
and the opportunity for us is 
unlimited. 

This ranch containing 81,032 
acres, was granted by the 
Republic of Mexico to Domingo 
Fernandez and his associates 
on August 9, 1827. The grant 
was made according to the 
provisions of the Royal Edict 
of the Fourth of January, 
1813, in force at the time the 
grant was made. It also bears the approval 
of the provincial deputation of the territory 
which was authorized by the subsequent 
enactments of the government of Mexico, 
after its severance from Spain, to make 
grants of land. The grant was confirmed 
to E. W. Eaton in 1851, approved by the 
Congress of the United States on June 21, 


1860, and was purchased by §. 

and W. W. Dodson in 1926.” Since eure” 
it has been leased and operated by SC 
Fullerton. In 1927 Judge Fullerton operat. 
ing a great herd of registered Aberdee ‘ 
Angus cattle in Miami, Oklahoma decided 
to establish a commercial herd of Aberdeen 
Angus cattle on the San Cristobal Ranch, 
The foundation of this herd was many pure 
bred females and never has there been 7 % 
thing used but registered pure bred bulls tn 
this herd. Proof of his wisdom in establish- 
ing this herd of commercials is at the ranch 
today. A herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
unregistered that could easily be considered 
pure breds. I question whether there is a 
breeder of pure breds or commercials who 
could bring before us a greater uniformity 
of conformation and correctness of type 
than I saw in this herd. This is not only 
the writer’s opinion but the opinion of many 
others who are producing beef cattle of a 
competitive breed. It has been the policy to 
cull this herd carefully each year, removing

all undesirables, considering both produc- 
tion and age and the results that have been 
attained should be encouraging to everyone 
concerned.

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E BELIEVE in this title because by 
following this practice we were able 
to establish, in less than tén years, 
on Hardwick Farms one of the best herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America.

but her first daughter sold for $1925.00 to ° 


Mac-Mor Farms; her second daughter sold 
for $1000.00 but Hardwick Farms later 
bought her back. This one and her full sis- 
ter are now in Keefauver Brothers herd. 
Petunia 20th’s son, Hardwickmere 92d, was 
Hardwick Farms junior herd sire and is now 
one of Mr. Tolan’s herd bulls. 

Perhaps the best buys we made were from 
Hugh McWhorter, Mercer County Sale, 
Barbara 34th of Greenview for $335.00 and 
Evergreen 69th of Greenview for $400.00. 
At that time these were high prices and 
these were top heifers of the sale. Bar- 
bara 34th produced for Hardwick Farms 
two herd sires, Hardwickmere 6th and 9th 
and four daughters. One daughter, Hard- 
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wick’s Barbara was an outstanding show 
heifer. Two of Barbara 34th daughters 
were chosen for Keefauver herd. Barbara 
34th is only ten years old now and should 
produce for several more years. Evergreen 
69th has produced five outstanding daugh- 
ters. Hardwickmere 34th, Eastways herd 
sire, is out of one of the daughters. Her 
descendants have always sold for excellent 
prices. 

The five choice daughters of Prizemere 
32d we bought in the 1938 Congdon and Bat- 
tles dispersion for high prices, were out- 
standing producers and were profitable in-

I have heard Art Thompson say many times 
“Pride of Ownership Means More to a Per- 
son than can be Measured in Dollars.” It is 
easy to be proud of the good ones. You 
never have to apologize for them; instead 
visitors always ask, “What Cow is that?” 
Owning the good ones gives your herd pres- 
tige with other breeders that can’t be had 
with ordinary animals. People always re- 
member the good ones while the average 
can go unnoticed. The show ring winners 
are “Good Ones”, and showing them or own- 
ing them gives one the same feeling as be- 

ing a part of a winning athletic team. 
Because an animal sells in an auction for 
a high price does not always mean that they 
are good ones for many factors enter into 
the selling price. They must be the correct 
type with the breeding back of them to pro- 
duce correct type. I believe more firmly 
every day that the foundation for breeding 
good cattle must be placed on inheritance. 
If this were not true then all animals fed 
together would develop the same. Bare ribs 
and backs are inherited just the same as 
smooth and deep-fleshed ones are. Dispo- 
sitions and temperaments are also inherited. 
An animal’s faults are transmitted just the 
same as his good points and it seems that

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Pure Breds control Destiny

item was taken, only three per 
a the total cattle population of the 

United States consisted of registered pure 
preds. Thus, when using the common and 
proad definition that all animals not pure 
pred may be classed as commercial, a total 
of 78,570,000 head of our present cattle 
population of 81,000,000 head may be 
designated as commercial animals (includ- 
ing both commercial beef and 
dairy type animals). 

Let us next delimit the area 

covered by the word West. I 

well recall that in my pleasant 
‘stay in New England a few 
years ago—some folks know- 
ing that I am a native Mis- 
sourian—fully expected that I 
should carry a six shooter and 
wear a cowboy outfit. To many 
of them, anything west of the 
state of New York constituted 
the wild and wooley West. The 
West as we shall consider it in 
this article, however, is the 
range area which lies west of 
an irregular north and south 
line cutting through the Da- 
kotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and Texas. Of this 
total land area of 975 million 
acres, the so-called range area 
of the West aggregates some 
728 million acres representing forty per 
cent of the total land area of the continental 
United States; more than ninety-nine per 
cent of which is available for live stock 
grazing. 

Thus, it is the future of more than ninety- 
seven per cent of the cattle of the West— 
the commercial range cattlemen—with 
which this article will primarily concern 
itself. 

In view of the great preponderance of 
commercial cattle, it is easy to see that, 
economically speaking, they control the 
destiny of the entire cattle industry—includ- 
ing the pure bred business. From the 
standpoint of the breeding and improvement 
of animals, however, the future of all cattle 
is vested in three per cent of pure breds. 
They are a small but mighty minority. 

The transformation of the early Spanish 
Longhorn cattle (the Texas Longhorn tribe) 
to the prime bullock of today came about 
very largely through the use of pure bred 
sires that worked improvement. With the 
opening up of the western ranges and the 
subsequent development and expanse of the 
beef industry, came the demand for improv- 

breeding. Progressive breeders ever 
awake to their opportunity, proceeded to 
make large importations of cattle from 
England and Scotland. Thus, through the 
years, the Texas Longhorns have been re- 
placed by early maturing, prime bullocks. 

But where do we go from here? Have 
we achieved the ultimate in the improve- 
ment of commercial herds or are there new 
fields to conquer? The answers to these 
and other pertinent questions lie hidden in 
the small but mighty minority of pure 
breds. The question then—what are you as 
pure bred breeders doing to bring about 
further improvement in the commercial 
herds of the country? 

Certainly, the commercial cattlemen of 
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the West are pretty generally making use 
of pure bred bulls. In fact, following gen- 
erations of grading-up, many commercial 
herds closely resemble many a pure bred 
herd in their uniformity of good conforma- 
tion and quality. Any skeptic has but to 
review the breeding of the winning steers 
throughout the great live stock shows of the 
land in order to be convinced of the veracity 
of this statement. Such progress in the im- 
provement of the commercial 
herds of the country has been 
most commendable, and the 
pure bred breeder may well be 
proud of his role in this accom- 
plishment. Yet, this very 
achievement is a real challenge 
within itself. The point is 
simply this. The future im- 
provement of the better com- 
mercial herds of the country is 
directly dependent upon the 
further improvement of the 
pure bred herds—the source of 
seed stcok, particularly bulls. 
In other words, the farmer or 
rancher must have superior 
pure bred bulls to draw upon 
if he is to work further im- 
provement in a commercial 
herd which already closely ap- 
proaches the pure breds. 

From an economical stand- 
point, it is not difficult to 
evaluate a good bull as compared to a 
mediocre or scrub bull. The average bull 
under range conditions is able to breed 
thirty-five cows a season, and ought to be 
good for at least three years. According to 
surveys, the calves produced by these good 
sires average from twenty to fifty pounds 
heavier per head at weaning time. Assum- 
ing that the weaning calf from the good sire 
weighs 400 pounds and brings twelve cents 
per pound as compared with calves of the 
same age sired by a scrub bull which weigh 
375 pounds and bring ten cents per pound, 
the producer can afford to spend $1,000.00 
more for a good bull than for a poor one. 
Nevertheless, many ranchers are willing to 
pay only $200.00 for a bull, and will raise 
their hands in horror when asked to pay 
$400.00 or $500.00 for a real. outstanding 
individual. 

Superiority, uniformity in conformation 
and type, greater sale value, early maturity, 
and economy in the conversion of feed into 
meat, are the principal factors that make 
the good pure bred sires preferable in com- 
parison with scrub stock. It stands to rea- 
son that the herd sires must be selected 
with great care for “the sire is half the 
herd”—and it has often been well added 
that, “a poor sire is all the herd.” The off- 
spring are expected to be better than the 
dam in all kinds of live stock; therefore, the 
sire is relied upon to bring improvement. He 
must be a good individual, he must be pure 
bred, and he must come from good ancestry. 
Of course, it should be remembered that not 
all poor looking sires produce poor off- 
spring. Genetically speaking, the phenotype 
of an animal is no true criteria of the geno- 
type. 

As is well known, the first cross with a 
pure bred sire usually brings about the 
most marked improvement in a herd of cat- 
tle. Thus, it is understandable why it is 
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much more difficult to improve a good herd 
than a scrub herd. After a time, the herd 
becomes so nearly pure bred that further 
improvement by grading-up is very difficult. 
When this point is reached, the commercial 
cattleman may secure further improvements 
only in the same manner as a breeder of 
pure breds, which is by careful selection 
alone. This not only requires ability to 
judge animals, but it also necessitates care- 
ful study of the herd in order that the 
superior producers may be selected or re- 
tained, and the inferior and less useful ones 
eliminated. 


The Utility Value of Animals Must be the 
Main Criteria 

There can be little doubt that men like 
Bakewell, and other eighteenth century 
breeders, had made a tremendous contribu- 
tion in pointing the way toward live stock 
improvement before Mendel’s laws became 
known to the world in the early part of the 
twentieth century. Bakewell’s use of prog- 
eny testing by his ram letting was truly 
epoch making. The pioneers had certain 
ideals in mind, and according to their stand- 
ards, they were able to develop well-nigh 
some perfect specimens. They were intense- 
ly practical, never overlooking the market 
requirements. No animal met with their 
favor unless such favor was earned by meat 
upon the back, milk in the pail, weight and 
quality of wool, pounds gained for pounds 
of feed consumed, or some other perform- 
ance of practical value. Their ultimate goal 
was that of furnishing better animals for 
the market or lowering the cost of produc- 
tion. It must be just so with the master 
breeders of the present and future. How- 
ever, with the experiences of the pioneers to 
guide us, and with our present knowledge of 
genetics and physiology of reproduction, 
progress should now be much more certain 
and rapid. 

Regardless of whether the present day 
pure bred breeder is using the old method 
of mating the best females with the most 
desirable males that he can procure in at- 
tempting to improve the productivity of his 
herd, or whether he is attempting to attain 
homozygosity more rapidly through the 
genetically more powerful tools of line- 
breeding and in-breeding; selection of 
breeding stock on the basis of production 
records is the next logical procedure. The 
efficiency of feed utilization, rapidity of 
gains, fertility, longevity, quality of carcass 
produced, etc., must receive consideration as 
never before. Like Bakewell. and the other 
immortals in live stock breeding, the utility 
value of the animals must, in this post-war 
period be the main criteria of selection. In 
a parallel way, but merely stated different- 
ly, industry realizes that it will survive dur- 
ing the era ahead only through the applica- 
tion of greater efficiency of production. It 
will be just so in the live stock business, and 
the commercial cattleman of the West is 
rightfully looking to the pure bred breeder 
for enlightened leadership in this direction. 
This means that superior seed stock must be 
produced. 

In developing a record of performance 
with meat producing animals (fat stock), 


the problem is more complicated. This is due — 


to the fact that characteristics of economic 
importance which must be the basis of

for our going there, is our bull sale at Val- 
entine. This was our third sale in Valen- 
‘tine. We should think of our trip as a busi- 
ness trip, but somehow, I can’t help but feel 
that all of us think of it as a pleasure trip, 
because we have so many fine friends in the 
Hills that we sort of get all mixed up. 

All summer our bulls were fed and cared

we drove on to Mr. Vitt’s. He and his wife 
had just gotten home from his brother’s and 
were building a fire in the kitchen stove; 
they asked us to have supper with them, 
but of course, we had made our mistake in 
eating before we got there. However, we 
had a grand visit with them. The men talk- 
ed “cattle” for an hour or so, and then Mr. 
Vitt began reminiscing about the old days 
in the hills, which was so interesting to us 
that it was hard to break away. Mr. Vitt 
had bought bulls from us last year, and was 
well pleased with them. 

Monday morning, the boys got up early 
and drove out to a few ranches near O’Neil 
where Aberdeen-Angus cattle are raised. 
They came back to get us about ten o’clock, 
and we started towards Wood Lake, but on 
the way, we stopped at Jutte Bros., Harry 
Ressel’s, John and Joe Peters, Hugh Carr, 
and Glen Foner’s, finally going to the Hill 
Bros. ranch. This really took us out through 
the hills—we always have a feeling of awe, 
as we drive over hill after hill, wondering 
what we will find over the next hill—for 
miles, it will be just more hills, but finally 
we find what we are looking for. In this 
case, as we got to the top of a hill, down 
through a beautiful little valley, we saw the 
Hill boys driving a large herd of cows and 
calves. These two young men have a good 
herd, and their cows had the kind of calves 
that Aberdeen-Angus people like to see. 

From the Hill Bros. ranch we drove back 
to the highway and on to Wood Lake, and 


again off the highway to call on Charlie. 


Kreycik. As we were driving in, we saw 
a beautiful bull calf in the yard. Someone 
made the remark that it was an Elden Boy 
calf, as he was so true to form. Mr. Kreycik 
assured us that it was, and that he was 
going to sell the calf to a club boy, and 
that he had sold more like him. 

We got into Valentine and to the Marion 
Hotel about eight o’clock. Fud Ferris and 
his friendly family, greeted us as old 
friends. Fud runs the kind of hotel where 
you feel entirely at home, and our stay in 
Valentine would be incomplete if we could

not be at the Marion. The boys, of course 
went to the stock yards to be sure the bulls 
had arrived safely, and then we settled 
down for our stay in Valentine. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, the boys 
hurried through the feeding and care of the 
bulls, and then we spent the days driving 
out to visit our rancher friends, and to gee 
their herds. When we see the fine herds 
these men have, it makes us very conscious 
of the fact that if we want to sell bulls to 
them, we must raise and deliver the very 
best we can. 

Among the ranches visited, was the C. S. 
Reece and Sons Ranch. We were there late 
in the afternoon. Frank and “Chuck” took 
us to see their cattle in their car and truck. 
Arthur and I were with Frank in the truck, 
and after driving amongst the cows and 
calves and looking them over, he drove to 
the top of a hill and stopped. It was a 
scene that I believe I shall always remem- 
ber—the sun was getting low and _ that 
bright evening glow was shining on the 
hills, and down upon about six hundred cows 
and calves in a valley to the east of us—a 
thrilling sight to cattle lovers! When we 
got back to Chuck’s house, his hospitable 
wife had hot gingerbread and coffee ready 
for us, which really hit the spot. Then we 
hurried off for Valentine to get there before 
dark, as we usually get lost or stuck when 
we go to Reece’s. However, we got through 
without doing either this time. 


Thursday, the boys spent all day at the 
stock yards, as the ranchers usually come 
in to look at the bulls a day or so before 
sale date. The boys enjoy this day, as no 
one seems to be in a hurry, and they can 
discuss the bulls to their hearts’ content. 

Sale day of course was the big day—the 
ranchers and their wives coming in early, 
and by sale time they knew whether or not 
they wanted the bulls, and had picked their 
favorites. Flossie and I tried to get word 
to all the wives who came to the sale, to 
have lunch with us at the Marion, and about 
a dozen came. A few more would have 


come, but Arthur was a little excited that 
day, and sent them to the wrong hotel— 

better luck next year, girls. 
Well, a year’s work preparing the bulls 
for sale, is just like getting a big company

Aberdeen-Angus cattle more or less by 

accident. The. serious illness of an 
uncle, who owned and operated the Mc- 
Farlin Homestead, placed the care of a herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the lap of the 
writer. I immediately formed a very strong 
attachment for the herd, and this fondness 
for the breed has been enhanced through 

ears. 
” ae the past ten years, my father, 
Will McFarlin, and I, have 
maintained two herds of 
about thirty cows each on 
two farms in Poweshiek 
county. 

There has always been an 
unlimited sale for pure bred 
or commercial heifers, and 
for a few years this was 
true of bulls. The past few 
years, because of an undue 
large proportion of bulls, 
and because of the unsatis- 
factory bull market, we 
have been marketing the 
bulls as steers, with very 
satisfactory results. This 
situation has set us think- 
ing about the future of the 
pure bred herd. The prob- 
lem is complicated by the 
additional factors brought 
into the picture by the sud- 
den ending of the war, and : 
the large beef cattle population of the 
country. 

Those of us who observed the boom and 
bust in the pure bred cattle business, that 
followed the last World War, are beginning 
to see red flags of danger in the present 
day situation. Only clear thinking by the 
Directors and members of our Association 
can avert a re-occurrence of the disastrous 
cycle which followed the last World War. 

The purpose and the justification of the 
beef cattle industry is to produce the best 
beef possible for the American consumer, 
at a price that he can afford to pay. The 
only legitimate purpose of the pure bred 
beef industry is to help improve the cattle 
of the commercial breeders. Just so long 
as We remember that the ultimate end of 
every beef animal is the butcher shop, will 
we be able to operate the pure bred cattle 
business on a sound economic basis. 


During the past ten years, many Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle have been sold 
for amounts running into four figures. I 
believe the top price is $40,000.00, with 
hundreds of sales above the $10,000.00 mark. 
Naturally, every breeder has been thrill- 
ed at the publicity given our breed by 
reason of these sales. I am wondering, 
however, if these sales are an unmixed 
blessing. 

Only a small percentage of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle can be sold to other 
breeders. Even if it were possible to create 
enough new breeders to find an outlet for 
pure bred animals fit to be used for breed- 
Ing purposes, I doubt that this is the road to 
economic health for our industry. I am 
also wondering if the sale of ten pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls to commercial breed- 
ers in each county in the Cornbelt would 
not be of infinitely more value to our in- 
dustry than the sale of a bull at $40,000.00 
or $50,000.00, 

We Aberdeen-Angus breeders know that 
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Ts WRITER became a breeder of

our cattle are hardier, produce a larger per- 
centage of calves, finer grades of beef, are 
less susceptible to many diseases, than 
other breeds of beef cattle. We know that 
when properly fed, they almost always top 
the market in their class; they have the 
ability to make the most improvement in 
progeny when scrub cows are bred to a 
good Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

It may be subject to de- 
bate, but I also believe that 
both experience and statis- 
tics will show that Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, at wean- 
ing time, will have greater 
weight than any other 
breed. I do know that our 
calves this year weighed 
538 pounds at weaning 
time. Certainly, this is a 
mark for the other breeds 
to shoot at, and I am sure 
that hundreds of breeders 
have duplicated our ex- 
perience. Above all, an 
Aberdeen-Angus steer or 
heifer produces the finest 
carcass of any beef slaugh- 
tered. There is ample proof 
of this in the results of the 
carcass contests at the In- 
ternational Show at Chi- 
cago. It is no coincidence 
that Aberdeen-Angus carcasses have almost 
had a monopoly in first place winnings, nor 
is it a coincidence that Aberdeen-Angus 
steers, in both the car lot and individual 
classes, have won the championship more 
times than all other breeds combined. 

With all these advantages, the percent- 
age of Aberdeen-Angus cattle received at

Chicago, and at other terminal markets, 
when compared with other breeds, is entire- 
ly too small. With all the natural advant- 
ages we have, certainly those who have 
charge of the breed have been woefully 
deficient in promoting our breed in some 
respects. I think much of this has been due 
to lack of proper publicity. Too often the 
publicity from our Association goes only 
into the hands of its members. e enjoy 
reading it but we already know the good 
qualities of our breed. We need to spread 
the gospel to those who do not know. There 
should be more publicity (even if it must be 
paid for) in daily, and particularly weekly, 
country newspapers. There should be an 
educational campaign to convince commer- 
cial breeders they can afford to buy a good 
Aberdeen-Angus bull costing from $250.00 
and upward. The Agriculture Department 
of every High School should be supplied 
with the Aberdeen-Angus Journal free, 

We breeders should cooperate by keeping 
only the best bulls for sale. The balance 
should be marketed as steers. The commer- 
cial breeder should understand that a bull 
that is good enough to serve his herd can- 
not be produced and sold for less than 
$250.00. Too many farmers are still plac- 
ing a ceiling of $100.00 to $150.00 on the 
bulls they use. A trip to any terminal 
market or community sales barn gives un- 
disputable proof of this fact. The quality 
on sale at the average community sale barn 
in Iowa causes a good cattle breeder to 
blush with shame. 

I find on questioning individual farmers 
as to why they do not purchase Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls for use in their herds, that they 
are frightened by stories of high prices for 
bulls. They believe they would be unable 
to purchase a good Aberdeen-Angus bull at 
a price they can afford to pay. Until we 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are able to con-

University of Illinois 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle was started at 
the University of Illinois over forty 
years ago. Two females, imported Pride 
10th of Craighead 55767, bred by J. B. Tul- 
loch, Craighead, Narin, Scotland, and Nose- 
gay Quinta 62519, bred by John S. Goodwin, 
Chicago, Illinois, were the start of the herd. 
All females now in the herd, with the ex- 
ception of two recent purchases, trace to 
four cows brought to the University of IIli- 
nois herd at various times. Blackbird Tolan 
7th 363532, by Eileenmere 4th, and not of 
Blackbird 191st, bred by J. Garrett Tolan 
was purchased in 1923. Eight of the fe- 
males now in the herd trace to this cow. 

In 1926 Blackcap Beauty H. 374970, was 
purchased from E., E. Bail. This cow was 
bred by W. E. Scripps and was sired by 
Eirreboll of Bleaton and had Scripps Black- 
cap as her dam. Seven of the present herd 
trace to this cow. 

In the early 1920’s the cow Entha 357598 
was purchased. Four descendants of hers 
are now in the herd. Harvey H. Atherton, 
of Lewistown, Illinois, bred this cow. Black- 
cap Kilohana was the sire and Edicifia the 
dam. 

The last purchase that has left any num- 
ber of females was made in 1934 when 
Blackeap’s Centralia 491733 came from the 
Swiger Brothers’ herd Aledo, Illinois. This 
cow was sired by Brevier M. and out of Ra- 
mona S. 4th. Four daughters or grand- 
daughters are now in the herd. 

Some of the bulls that have been used in 
the University of Illinois herd in the past 
are Maplehurst King 12th 94862, Greenwood 
Stanley 144525, Crofton 171863, Kelly E. 
Baron 274040, Deverly 282052, Permit 9th 
352761, Elbaron Eric 2d 414542, Eileenmere 
95th 472590, Revemere of Wheatland 450- 
793, and Barban 3d of Sunbeam 526089. All 
of the bulls used in the University of IIli- 
nois herd have not been owned by the Uni- 
versity as several breeders have loaned bulls 
to the University of Illinois for its use. Men 


QO NE OF THE OLDEST college herds of 
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who have bred bulls used in the herd are 
Omer Catterson, Maryville, Missouri; Stan- 
ley Pierce, Creston, Illinois; James Rhodes, 
Bethany, Illinois; H. W. Elliott, Estill, Mis- 
souri; J. Garrett Tolan, Pleasant Plains, II- 
linois; A. A. Armstrong & Son, Tuscola, IIli- 
nois; J. B. Hollinger, Chapman, Kansas; 
and, S. C. Fullerton & Son, Miami, Okla- 
homa. 

Today the size of the herd is quite mod- 
erate as only twenty cows and heifers of 
breeding age are maintained. An attempt 
is made to keep approximately the same 
number of each of the three principal 
breeds. 

The University of Illinois exhibits at only 
one show—the International, or its wartime 
substitute, The Chicago Fat Stock Show. All 
animals exhibited must have been bred on 
the college farm. Only moderate winnings 
as compared with some of the other colleges 
have been made by the University of Illinois 
Aberdeen-Angus. Perhaps the most notable 
was made in 1926 when Jack Horner, a 
senior calf and a son of Deverly, was re- 
serve grand champion of the show. At the 
1938 International, Tolan and Spitzer pur- 
chased the steer Black Beauty bred and 
shown by the University of Illinois. This 
steer was grand champion at the Ogden 
show a few months later. 

The senior herd sire for the past several 
years has been Postelmere 5th 632373, a son 
of Hanes’ Eileenmere and out of Eileenmere 
Lady A. 2d. South Side Stock Farm owned 
by Philip H. Postel bred this bull. He has 
sired ten heifers that are being kept in the 
herd. His calves are lowset, beefy, and 
exhibit real thickness and spread over their 
tops. Recently a junior herd sire was pur-

Annually hundreds of 4-H and FFA mem. 
bers participate in state live stock judging 
contests held at the University of Illinois 
and Aberdeen-Angus cattle are used in each 
of these contests. 

Demonstration work is important too. The 
proper method of tattooing, head and tail

A more fertile, productive soil 
can be maintained by turning to 
grassland farming, under proper 
management, than any other method 
yet devised. More pounds per acre, and a 
better grade of beef, milk and cream can 
be produced economically by grassland 
farming, under proper supervision, than can 
be produced on free range or in fenced 
woodland pasture. 

Figures verifying these facts may be had 
from any Agricultural College engaged in 
research work in beef and dairy production 
cost, also from any farmer-stockman who 
has turned from row cropping to grassland 
farming. 

Can Grow Proteins Cheaper—Another 
economic reason for turning to grassland.

In World War I when the Germans were 
encircled, and proteins were unavailable for 
their dairy herds, they grew their live stock 
protein requirements by turning to grass- 
land farming.

as a whole is far from finished. 


Soil erosion still goes on at an i 
rate. It has been estimated oo 
top soil goes down the Mississippi river 
every minute from soil erosion to cover 80 
acres of land seven inches deep. Soil en- 
gineers calculate loss of our National in- 
come in astronomical figures due to soil 
erosion.

Grass Sod Only True Soil Builder—gojj 
scientists tell us that “permanent grass sod 
affords the maximum protection against 
soil erosion”. We hear much about “soil de- 
pleting, soil conserving, and soil building 
crops.” Most of them are _ misnomers. 
Science has found permanent grass sod, 
head and shoulders above them all as a soil 
conserving and soil building crop. In fact, 
permanent grass sod is the one, and only 
crop worthy of the name to be called a “soil 
building plant”.

we are travelling at such a tre- 

ll rate of speed these days, that 

we often rush into danger zones without 

pausing to make the adjustments necessary 
to meet the changing conditions. , 

Several groups of people may be working 
toward the same goal, but with different 
ideas, thus retarding each other and defeat- 
ing their aims and purposes. 

Careful study on the part of leaders of 
these groups will lead to a ‘better under- 
standing of the ideas, methods and ultimate 
goals of all concerned, and will result in mu- 
tual benefit to all. ; 

Since the advent of the Fairs over a hun- 
dred years ago, the pure bred live stock 
breeders have been the back bone of the 
Fairs and Live Stock Exhibitions. . They are 
the men who have been influential in the 
building of huge barns in which to exhibit 
their live stock. To these promoters should 
go the credit of live stock improvement in 
America. s : 

Few Fairs are financially able to pay 
premiums much above the expense of ex- 
hibiting individual animals, or show herds, 
but the advertising medium of the Fairs 
have made it well worth while for breeders 
of pure bred stock who have a surplus at 
home to sell, to exhibit at Fairs whenever 
possible. 

Since the rapid development of Junior 
Club activities, 4-H, F. F. A. promotion pro- 
jects, all of which are well worth while and 
should have all the support possible along 
practical lines, we have reached a_ point 
where important revisions are needed. 

During the past few years, one class of 
calves at all Fairs has run very much to the 
extreme. This is the baby beef class. It 
has become so popular that it has thrown 
out of balance all the other calf classes. 

Statistics on a number of Fairs compiled 
recently, have proven that 75% of the calves 
entered by Juniors are entered in the baby 
beef class. This includes the three major 
beef breeds, Aberdeen-Angus, Herefords, 
and Shorthorns. The other 25% comprise 
pure bred heifers of these same breeds plus 
the five major dairy breeds, namely, Hol- 
stein, Guernsey, Brown Swiss, Ayrshire and 
Jersey. 

The discouraging feature is, that the 75% 
group is usually judged by the group sys- 
tem, in other words, Blue Ribbon, Red Rib- 
bon, and White Ribbon groups. A very 
small premium is paid on all entries accord- 
Ing to placings. The last day of the Fair 
an auction sale is held at which time these 
calves are sold, invitations having been 
previously sent out to merchants, bankers, 
manufacturers and local business men of 
the county. At this auction, these business 
men often pay fabulous prices for calves— 
far above the market value, many times 
double. They generally charge this to ad- 
vertising but whatever it be charged to, the 
steer will never produce more than it is 
worth on the butcher’s block. 


Over a period of twenty years, under this 
system, after all these baby beef calves have 
gone to slaughter, what have we to show in 
the way of improvement of live stock? Be- 
cause of the auction sale and the extreme 
prices paid by these business men, this class 
is kept packed year after year, until it can 
almost be termed a racket. We cannot

blame the boys and girls for this, but in- 
stead we only have ourselves to blame for 
the wrong kind of teaching. When these 
youngsters begin the cattle feeding business 
on their own, they will learn they must re- 
ceive only the market value for their finish- 
ed product. 

Now let us look at what becomes of the 
other 25% of the calves exhibited—the pure 
bred heifer classes of all the eight breeds 
heretofore mentioned. Exhibitors in these 
classes receive only a meager amount of 
prize money—not enough to pay their board 
while attending the Fair, besides trucking 
and feed bills. These boys and girls are the 
ones who take their calves back to the farms 
of their County to reproduce the breed and 
through their offspring, this goes on for 
years and years to come. They are the boys 
and girls who should be receiving the fullest 
recognition at Fairs and Live Stock Shows, 
for they are the people who are going to 
be the coming improvers of the high class 
live stock. It will eventually fall to them 
to keep the breeds pure and to carry on. 
We hear a lot these days of the forgotten 
man—we do not want this to happen to 
these boys and girls. 

At a recent Fair in Iowa, the baby beef 
class numbered 149 calves. In the pure bred 
heifer classes there were only three Aber- 
deen-Angus, two Shorthorns, one Hereford, 
plus a sprinkling of the dairy breeds, total- 
ing forty three in all eight classes. This 
low number in the pure bred classes should 
make it plain that the auction sale and ex- 
treme high prices paid for baby beef calves 
lure the boys and girls away from the pure 
bred heifer classes. 

It is surprising that breeders have not re- 
volted the Fairs long before this in the Jun- 
ior setup. 

What strides we could be making in the 
improvement of our herds of cattle if only 
as much attention were given the Junior 


pure bred heifer classes as is given the baby 
beef classes. Given the proper incentive 
new herds would be started; better sires 
would be developed and kept in the neigh- 
borhood; more breed associations would de- 
velop in small communities; consignment 
sales and Field Days would be held, all of 
which would lead to the promotion of better 
stock. An understanding of judging, mat- 
ing, salesmanship, and the care and feeding 
of calves would also be acquired by those in- 
terested. 

If we pause now, and look back over a 
period of twenty years, we can see what op- 
portunities for advancement we have let slip 
by. But the past is behind us, and we can 
only look to the future. 

Consider these merchants, bankers, manu- 
facturers and others who buy the baby beef 
calves at the Fair auction at such fabulous 
prices. It is done for advertising purposes 
only. Could not these firms get better ad- 
vertising for less outlay of money by each 
donating a sum of money for premiums? 
They could be solicited weeks before the 
opening of the Fair and before the premium 
book was published.

Importance of Improved Pasture 


By J. E. LATHROP 


Laurel Hill Farm, 


OME YEARS ago I came to the conclusion that it was impos- 

sible to make a success of breeding beef cattle in the East 

without good pasture. I still consider any success Wwe have had 
in the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus at Laurel Hill due in large part 
to our pasture improvement, or as one of my friends said “Balanc- 
ed” pasture. 

Fourteen years ago our pastures were typical of most of the 
pastures in New England. They were largely grown up to brush 
and hard hack. 

The few pieces of pasture land that had a fair sod and were 
smooth enough to work we harrowed with a weed hog (spring tooth 
harrow) then gave them an application of one ton of lime to the 
acre and a top dressing of about 300 pounds of 10-10-10 complete 
fertilizer. One pasture that was treated in the above manner four- 
teen years ago still has an excellent sod and carries a cow and a 
half per acre. Each year we give the pasture a top dressing of 300 
pounds of 10-10-10 complete fertilizer and clip it with a mowing 


machine just before the weeds go to seed. It 
has also had an application of lime every fifth 
year. This year we turned heifers on this 
pasture April 15th, and left them there until] November 23d, with- 
out any feed. They made a daily gain of over one and one-half 
pounds each for the whole pasture period. 

On the pasture that was run out to hard hack and brush, we 
adopted the following procedure as best, after having tried several 
different programs. First we used a crawler tractor to pull out 
all of the large trees and brush. We then plowed it with a brush 
plow. An application of two tons of ground limestone and a fertil- 
izer mixture consising of 400 pounds of superphosphate and 200 
pounds of sixty murate of potash was well harrowed in. The land 
was plowed in the fall to give the old sod a chance to break down 
during the winter. In the spring it was seeded to a mix- 
ture consisting of 25% medium red clover, 25% alsike clov- 
er, 10% ladino clover, 25% timothy, and 15% redtop, at 
the rate of 15 pounds per acre, using a nurse crop of oats. 


We found that there were a good many pieces of land 
in our permanent pastures that could be improved in this 
way, and we rotated them in the following manner: As 
soon as a piece is plowed up and seeded we put a single 
wire electric fence around it. When the oats are nearly 
ready to head we turn the cattle on until it is grazed down 
to about two inches, then we rotate to another field. The 
first year we can graze the oats about twice and the clover 
will then come along for late summer grazing. If this 
pasture is top dressed every other year with an applica- 
tion of superphosphate and potash and is not grazed too 
closely, a nearly solid stand of clover can be maintained 
for several years. It is important that the pasture go into 
the winter with at least two inches of plant growth if one 
wants to keep the ladino clover from winter killing. 


There is a definite advantage in having these improv- 
ed plots in one’s permanent pasture, as they are very high 
in protein and because of this should not consist of all the 
pasture available. Beef cows will graze on this pasture 
for a few hours each day 
and then spend the rest 
of the day browsing and

The first two 
years very little of the canary grass 
could be found, but by the third year 
there was a pretty good stand, and 
it has been improving every year. Some peo- 
ple may condemn canary grass for its lack of 
palatability but we have found that the cows 
will eat it in large quantities if it is not allowed to get too large. 
It will not only grow on land too wet for other grasses but will 
—_ good growth in the middle of the summer when other pasture 
is short. 

The important thing to remember in pasture improvement is 
soil fertility. Most of the land in the Northeast has been farmed 
so many years without proper fertilization that it is impossible to 
get good daily gain on live stock pastured on this land, until the 
essential minerals are applied to the soil. We make a practice of 
testing each field before it is seeded, in this way one knows ex- 
actly what is needed and there is no need (Please turn to page 112

Today's Sulject: Consignment Sales for the Pure Bred Raiser

reat man said, “Nothing is given 
Pe * profusely as advice,” while another 
equally great but a few years before Christ 
said, “Many receive advice, few profit by 
it”. Yet another, the greatest of all men 
said, “Let him who is without sin cast the 
first stone.” I therefore trust that as an 
admitted novitiate I will offend no one with 
the following suggestions, not advice. 

There is a very important set_of reasons 
for consignment sales, either Community, 
County, State, Association, Regional or Na- 
tional. These reasons should be clearly 
understood by all participants. That would 
include the buyers as well as the consignors, 
and the personnel who manage and conduct 
the sale, as well as the usual large number 
of visitors and prospects and those who 
come only out of curiosity. 

Mistakenly, I think it has been stated, 
that these sales are a means of getting rid 
of surplus cattle. It is granted that many 
times that appears to be the case, but the 
dollars received by the consignors in those 
cases is usually a reflection of the cattle 
offered, and a low average usually results. 
The reasons may be numerous but principal- 
ly because cattle lacking proper fitting, type 
and breeding are as readily discernible to 
the buyers as they are to the judges and 
other consignors. That kind of sale is not 
considered successful. Usually the cattle 
bring even more than they are worth, but 
such sales are not good as advertising and 
it is the wrong kind of publicity. 

The distribution and sale of all pure bred 
cattle can so far as we know now, be done 
only through two mediums, either sales at 
private treaty of one breeder to another, or 
at auction, either by large breeders who have 
large numbers of cattle who can fit and 
prepare at least forty to fifty head of good 
cattle, for an auction, or by joining hands 
with three, six, fifteen or fifty or more 
other breeders and holding a real consign- 
ment sale. The best reason for holding con- 
signment sales is the fact that it permits 
all of us, smaller breeders in particular, to 
market in a more advantageous manner, 
one, two, five or ten head of animals, and 
share the cost with a number of others. 
Auction sales, as a rule are rather ex- 
pensive. The average cost over the past 
five years has been probably $22.00 to 
$25.00 per head. But usually the cattle, if 

In proper condition and of the right type 
bring enough more to more than offset the 
sale expense, that is they bring more than 
the breeder can get for them at his farm, 
unless he is a super-salesman and most of 
us are not and this method affords us an 
outlet. 

We can well remember several important 
things, that sorry cattle bring sorry prices. 
Also sorry cattle usually breed still sorrier 
cattle and it goes without saying the better 
the cattle you sell the more satisfied will 
the buyer be, and the better chance of sell- 
ing him some more cattle. 

Then it seems to be up to every consignor 
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to select cattle from his herd, for such sales, 
of which he may be proud. Certainly he 
cannot afford to sell all his best ones, but 
they should be above the average of his 
herd or he will give himself some very poor 
publicity, as many of us have already done. 
Not only do we hurt ourselves offering in- 
ferior cattle, but we reduce the sale aver- 
age to the detriment of our fellow con- 
signors, as so often happens. It must be 
remembered that every consignor owes it to 
his fellow consignors to help bring every 
prospective buyer to these sales that he can, 
whether to buy only his cattle or not. These 
kind of sales are the medium for getting 
good cattle started in new herds, and. a con- 
signment sale’s success is at least partially 
determined by the number of new breeders 
who are started at such sales. You know 
as you grow bigger in numbers of cattle you 
yourself require less and less cattle from 
others. That is what we are all doing. I 
often wonder how many big breeders who 
hold individual auction sales really realize 
how dependent they actually are on the 
vast number of small breeders who buy at 
these Consignment Sales. We really have 
cause to doubt that they have much realiza- 
tion of the importance of such Consignment 
Sales. Each new breeder is a potential cus- 
tomer. ’ 

It would be indeed remiss if we failed to 
review and consider the reasons for breed- 
ing pure bred cattle. I am often reminded 
of this by the vicious remarks of many who 
have little understanding of the reasons for 
pure bred or registered herds of cattle. 

The Butcher’s Block is the ultimate end 
of all commercial beef cattle. Thousands of 
head of beef cattle are required for the 
Butcher’s Block every day in America, in 
fact an average per day for 313 days per 
year would be approximately 60,000 head of 
veal, baby beef and prime steers plus the 
bulls, canners and others that are slaughter- 
ed. Those numbers are almost inconceivable 
and the total may be more than 70,000 head 
per day. 

The pure bred cattle population including 
both dairy and beef cattle is approximately 
3% of the total cattle population which is 
now estimated at near 85,000,000 head. 
From this 3% must be produced the entire 
number of quality improving cattle to be 
used in the whole dairy and commercial 
beef field. The pure bred industry has suc- 
ceeded in replacing the old Spanish steer, 
the European half-breed nondescript cattle, 
the Longhorns and most others with the 
easy handling, fast maturing, high percent- 
age edible types, of cattle in America to- 
day. The job is only partly done, it will 
never be completed. Improvement follows 
improvement, the buyers taste requires bet- 
ter and better beef and more and more of it. 
Every breeder’s duty is to provide himself 
with males and females requiring less 
pounds of feed per pound of high quality 
beef produced, in order that he may better 
compete, or even compete at all in the great- 
est industry in the world, that of helping 
to feed our population. 

We have come a long way in forty years

OU SUGGESTED I write some com- 

ments on “The Responsibility of the 

Consignor”. I take that to mean one’s 
responsibility when consigning stock to an 
auction sale sponsored by the National As- 
sociation or by one of its District Associa- 
tions—and I suppose I might as well include 
when stock is placed in private sale, which 
latter I do every so often. aa 

The consignor’s or seller’s responsibility 
as such, is, I think, well understood and 
defined by printed rules which have been 
clarified sufficiently often so that they now 
can give guidance to the various and several 
situations which may arise. So it is pre- 
sumably more the moral responsibility you 
have reference to—the unwritten law—the 
Golden Rule. 

There is no (or anyway should not be) 
difference in business morals whether one is 
selling a heifer, selling merchandise or 
steamship space. In all cases there has to be 
honest representation and proper service. 
With any business worthy of the name, it 
cannot afford to be otherwise. Business 
morals are not a matter of degrees—they 
are elemental—so that cannot be the side 
of the subject you expect me to enlarge 
upon. 

What I might use the occasion for there- 
fore is to make a few remarks on the gen- 
eral principles we appear to be working on 
in the breed and I do so from the particular 
point of view where I am located—that of a 
breeder here in the East. 

I think the consignment auctions have 
developed into too much of prima donna and 
Star Chamber affairs and that we are at 
times overshooting the mark with respect 
to what we are to accomplish. 

The Editor of one of the most widely read 
farm papers here in the East, when visiting 
our place recently, somewhat confirmed my 
own impression hereon, when he remarked 
that he could not get too excited about the 
price records chalked up and was not in- 
clined to give much space to them in his 
paper. The everyday stock farmer, said he, 
the man supplying the American table, was 
not in it—could not afford to be greatly 
interested in what often looked like pure 
hobby and to him, a circus sideshow. 

To my own mind, a “conditioned” show 
heifer reminds me less of belonging to the 
family of “best rustlers for their own feed” 
than a pampered parlor cat which had better 
come indoors in a drizzle—not with a good 
hide of hair to protect it from the rigors 
when leaving the ring in wintertime, but 
manicured and clipped as if never intended 
to leave a well heated barn. 

It is my understanding that a healthy, 
well bred and well conforming Aberdeen- 
Angus may be counted on to carry out a 
certain performance as to picking up 
weight, etc., and that needs hardly be proven 
anew. . What is not proven and what can- 
not be proven beforehand in the case of a 
heifer or young bull is what their offspring

very helpful in marketing our wares. To 

my mind the animal should be represent- 
ed to look like he will look, when he ends up 
in the buyer’s back yard. Actually, in my 
opinion the pictures of our cattle are becom- 
ing more and more ridiculous every year. 
I have had many people (who have never 
seen Aberdeen-Angus to be sure) say to 
me “What funny looking things. They have 
no legs.” Now, we all want them to be 
short-legged, but we don’t want them to 
look like freaks either. By digging a ditch 
and putting a lot of straw in it these per- 
fectly normal bovine creatures come out 
looking like one of the New York Central’s 
best Diesel engines. I have in my own files 
dozens of pictures of our animals, many of 
which I am sure that I could not identify. I 
want it clearly understood that I am in no 
way criticizing the photographers, but 
merely the fashion which they have had to 
follow. 

As we all know there has never been a 
perfect animal. It therefore is no help to 
the student of a breed of cattle to be shown 
a lot of perfection in pictures when he is 
trying to learn something. For an example 
and to try and explain my point I am offer- 
ing for your consideration two pictures of 
our bull calf “Ankonian 10th”, taken in 
straw and the other absolutely natural. He 
is a most promising calf and was good 
enough to win his class at the last New 
York State Show held at the Dutchess Coun- 
ty Fair. The photo in the straw is a fine 
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ANKONIAN 2d—A “natural” picture, taken at 
Ankony Farm, Rhinebeck, New York. 
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example of what I am talking about. He 
might be almost any bull calf and has no 
individuality at all. His head is good but 
one of his most outstanding characteristics 

(his hindquarters) are completely lost. The 
natural picture (and absolutely untouched) 
shows him as he is (complete with mud) 
and you would be able to recognize him if 
you walked in the barn with it. An import- 
ant factor is that you can see his feet and 
legs. One of the commonest faults in our 
breed is bad feet and legs, so therefore, I 
feel that it is most necessary to be able to 
see what holds the animal up. In the un- 
touched picture the calf’s depth and. thick- 
ness is shown as it really is and in the first 
illustration you cannot see anything except 
usual square block of black. It is very easy 
to have an absolutely straight back painted 
in but this is unfair to the cattle that have 
naturally strong backs and should therefore 
score ahead of the bad-backed ones. 

If an animal has so many faults that they 
have to be concealed, then I think it would 
be much better not to bother with a photo- 
graph. Much better to just put the pedigree 
in the sale catalog and the animal will bring 
its worth, regardless. 

‘Of all the pictures of Aberdeen-Angus 
that I have looked at in the last few years, 
the ones that have impressed me the most 
were natural. They have stayed in my mind 
and I got an idea of what some of the fol- 
lowing famous champions looked like. They 
are to name the ones that I particularly 
liked—Eventuation of Page (taken at the 
Stock Yards in Chicago), Blackbird Ban- 
dolier of Page, Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
Jock of Wheatland, Eileenmere 85th, Black- 
cap Tolan 35th and Briarcliff Thickset (the 
International champion steer). If these ani- 
mals had been taken in a pit they would

have all looked very perfect, short-legged, 
short-coupled, smooth, etc., and I wouldn’t 
have gotten the slightest idea about them. 
The way they have been presented I can see 
very clearly what is good and bad about 
them. All of which is very helpful when you 
are trying to arrive at the perfect type 
that we are striving to breed. 

It is much more difficult to take a natural 
picture and does take more time. When it 
is done though you have something that is 
worth keeping and showing to your friends. 
I hope in the future that we can all get 
together and present our cattle honestly and 
naturally for the good of our own business 
and for those who are starting new herds.

Live Longest

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deen-Angus world. Things of interest 

and of far reaching importance are tak- 
ing place all the time in every section of the 
country, which is quite different from con- 
ditions which prevailed when I first started 
to breed Aberdeen-Angus cattle. In those 
days the breed’s accomplishments were con- 
fined almost entirely to the Middle West or 
what is known as the “Corn Belt”, whereas 
today Aberdeen-Angus interests are far 
flung. They extend to every nook and cor- 
ner of America. and of course to many other 
places where Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
hardly known forty years ago. 

I have had the privilege of observing at 
first hand the progress that our breed has 
made, both at home and in several foreign 
countries for the past thirty years or more. 
The advancement which has been made dur- 
ing that time has been far beyond what the

most optimistic of us would have believed 
possible in those early days. : 

The most notable recent expansion of the 
breed has taken place in the western part 
of the United States, where up to only a 
few years ago the breed was generally re- 
garded as unsuited for conditions prevail- 
ing in that part of the country. This of 
course. was a fallacy which has been dis- 
proved by the actual performance of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle on the rugged ranges of 
the West where they are rapidly becoming 
extremely popular with range producers. 

During the past several years I have dis- 
cussed Aberdeen-Angus cattle with a great 
many commercial producers in the range 
areas of the West. Almost invariably they 
give me the following reasons for prefer- 
ring Aberdeen-Angus cattle to all others. 
They like the hornless feature because it 
does away with the effort and cruelty of 
dehorning and the subsequent shrinkage of 
the animals. They also prefer the Aber- 
deen-Angus because they never develop can- 
cer eye, which is a very troublesome and 
costly disease that is prevalent in other 
breeds in certain range districts. Range 
men have found too that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle will go out after feed in more rugged 
territory than any other breed, and that 
they will come off the range in better con- 
dition than any other cattle. 

The preference for Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle which has been acquired by range men 


within the past few years has opened up a- 


vast new market for Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
for other sections of the country. It has al- 
so stimulated the breeding of registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in this western terri- 
tory, with the result that many new pure 
bred herds have been established within re- 
cent years all up and down the Pacific Coast. 
Many of the foundation animals for these 
herds have been drawn from other sections 
of the country, principally from the Middle 
West, thus affording a market for Middle 
Western breeders which heretofore they 
have not had. 

The fact that many cattle have recently 
been purchased at Middle Western auction 
sales and shipped to the West and sold at 
a profit makes me wonder if there is now 
a surplus of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
Corn Belt. This hardly seems possible, but 
the low prices at which many animals have 
been sold at auction sales during the past 
twelve months, particularly bulls, would 


seem to indicate that something is wrong 
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with the demand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
in this part of the country. 

With production costs at their present 
level, and with prices for practically every 
other farm product on a satisfactory basis, 
it seems to me that prices being received 
for a great many Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
sold at auction are far out of line. Unless 
something can be done to improve this con- 
dition many breeders will not be able to op- 
erate at a fair profit. If possible, some 
step should be taken to bring the price of 
the general run of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
up to at least a corresponding level of value 
with the steers which they produce. 

When all is said and done, the principal 
purpose of registered beef cattle is to im- 
prove the standard of the general run of 
commercial cattle. Since this is accomplish- 
ed largely through the use of good register- 
ed bulls in commercial herds, the production 


ae 


pose is a major ob- 
jective in the opera- 
tion of at least many 
registered herds. If 
his bulls cannot be 
disposed of at a fair 
price the pure bred 
breeder is not receiving the results to which 
he is entitled. 

I am not prepared to say what can or 
should be done to improve the demand for 
registered Aberdeen- Angus bulls in the 
Corn Belt, but it is obvious that there is a 
need for some kind of promotional or edu- 
cational work which will place more good 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls in the hands of com- 
mercial producers in this area. I am won- 
dering if more stress should not be put up- 
on this phase of our breed’s activities and 
less on the starting of more registered 
herds. We want to keep new breeders com- 
ing into the business all the time, to be sure, 
but on the other hand, unless we can pro- 
vide these new herds with a satisfactory 
outlet for the bulls they will eventually pro- 
duce, we as a breed organization are not 
fully meeting our responsibilities. 


I have before me a letter just received 
from a breeder who has recently dispersed 
his herd, in which he expresses considerable 
dissatisfaction with the present system of 
conducting auction sales. For what it may 
be worth I am passing on to my readers 
some of his deductions. 


“T just got home from my second trip just 
looking at some of the cattle in four states 
and attending some of the sales, and I don’t 
like the way the sales are going. There is 
something wrong with the attitude of the 
buyers. Some of the cattle sell for twice 
what they are worth and others nearly as 
good for less than they would bring on the 
market. 
always the same, but there is something 
definitely wrong. It is usually the little 
breeder that suffers, and he is the one who 
can least afford it. I have noticed the atti- 
tude of the big breeders toward the little 
breeders at these sales, too, and it is not 
good. Instead of taking the little breeder 
by the hand and trying to help him up, they 
ignore him completely, or insinuate by 
words or action that he will have to get 
some REAL cattle before he can expect to 
get any place.”

farm. Chances are that his get will con- 
tinue to bring revenue to Sunbeam Farms, 
through his sons and daughters. The rea- 
son We wanted to know the answers is that 
we wanted to point out just how valuable 
a great bull can be to a herd and to a breed. 
The story has been told that quite a few 
years ago, Sam C. Fullerton, Jr., could have 
sold Black Prince of Sunbeam along with 
Barbara of Rosemere 100th for a consider- 
able amount of money, but that he refused 
to price either of this pair of International 
grand champions. That he did refuse to sell 
them has been to the best interest of Sun- 
beam Farms and we think to the best in- 
terest of the breed. For they both have 
added much to Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


The picture appearing with these com- 
ments shows “Black Prince” and Barbara 
of Rosemere 100th in their private paddock, 
the first cattle you would see when you 
drove into the lots at Sunbeam Farms. It 
was a fitting place for these two champions. 
It was last October, when a group of us 
last saw them, and they both looked a little 
old, but still carrying the type and quality, 
the breed character that made them cham- 
pions. Note in the picture the great quar- 
ter, still evidence of the kind of an indi- 
vidual Black Prince of Sunbeam was; note 
the head and the depth of body, the legs, the 
strong top line; in fact study this picture 
and compare it with most photographs tak- 
en of a mature bull in everyday condition. 
It shows the worth of a great animal. This 
greatness was bred in Black Prince of Sun- 
beam. Pedigree isn’t everything, that is 
true, but pedigree has had much to do with 
the success of the breed. Looking at the 
picture of this old pair of cattle, Mr. Fred 
Hahne stated that “Prince” looked a lot like 
old Earl Marshall, when that sire of cham- 
pions was in his last years. Black Prince of 
Sunbeam was sired by Black Peer of St. 
Albans, the 1934 International grand cham- 
pion bull. He was out of a daughter of 
Playman of Sunbeam, the 1925 Internation- 
al grand champion bull. The sire of Black 
Peer of St. Albans, Erie Revolution was a 
full brother in blood to Revolution 100th, 
the 1931 International grand champion bull, 
being by Blackcap Revolution Again, full 
brother to Blackcap Revolution, the 1923 In- 
ternational grand champion bull and sire of 
three International grand champion sons; 
and of course Blackcap Revolution was sired 
by Earl Marshall and was one of five Inter- 
nation] grand champion sons and half broth- 
er to an International grand champion fe- 
male. 

Black Prince has many sons in service in 
many great herds, and will have more. The 
success that breeders, using sons of the old 
Prince, is well known. Daughters of him in 
many herds are producing the kind of cattle 
that serve to improve. Just how many 
“Prince” daughters are at Sunbeam Farms, 
we don’t know; but we are sure that few of 
them will be offered for sale either at auc- 
tion or at private treaty, with the exception 
of those already listed to be sold. ’ 


To state that Black Prince of Sunbeam 
was conservatively worth over $100,000.00 
would not be too difficult to prove. It’s a 
loss to Sunbeam Farms, but they have sev- 


‘eral great sons to carry on and possibly im- 


prove upon his greatness.

What does 1946 hold in store for cattle 
breeders, feeders and processors? That is 
the $64.00 question today. The tendency in 
government circles seems to be in favor of 
labor as against industry. There must be 
a workable settlement made as between 
these two elements of our national fabric. 
What that is the writer dares not venture 
to say. However those in charge of our 
welfare—both sides—must be reasonable, 
must be considerate of every element that 
has a bearing on our future as a nation. 
Government should withdraw from business 


at the earliest possible moment. Further 
inflation we do not need on either side of 
the fence. Industry can not sell beyond the 
capacity of agriculture to pay. Labor can 
not absorb more than the margin allowed 
industry, else industry must shut down. 
Government can not successfully operate in- 
dustry. When industry is no longer able 
to support government something else will 
have to happen—demoralization. 

These things will not come to pass. 

Government will acceed to labor’s de- 
mands in so far as it is possible to meet 
them. 

Government will be compelled to raise 
ceilings to match. 

Agriculture—America’s food basket—will 
thrive, for no people proceed far on an 
empty stomach. 

We believe this reasoning to be logical. 
We believe, baring temporary set backs 
occasionally, that agriculture is due for a 
long period of prosperity, and with it the 
cattle industry. 

By all means hold your good ones. By 
like token discard the culls, for the profits 
to be derived from our business in the 
future will be based largely upon ability to 
deliver to their respective markets—both 
from a pure bred and from a commercial 
angle. : 

This is an ideal time to put those cull 
cattle into commercial production. Range- 
men want them and need them. 

For every twenty-five pure bred females 
so discarded, that do not quite come up to 
the fancier’s reauirements, that are put in- 
to commercial channels there will be a call 
for a good pure bred bull. 

We need that bull market. . 


Association management with its coterie 
of fieldmen should be abie to place our bet- 
ter single calves and carlots of finished 
cattle, as well as feeder calves on a wider 
course of operations. More of the top 


shows should be covered with these cattle 
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regardless of where those shows are locat- 
ed. The more beef producers see of our 
top Aberdeen-Angus market cattle the fast- 
er will the breed proceed down the avenue 
of successful and wider distribution. 


Our association management should see 
to it that an equal opportunity to present 
our cattle at the shows is granted—no show 
should be allowed to operate that will bar 
any breed competition! This situation is 
reported to this office. Let’s stop it! All 
the JOURNAL asks is a chance to show 
our goods on a fair basis and without preju- 
dice from judges. If the other fellow has 
the good ones he should be proud to meet 
competition. There is no special honor in 
winning a breed championship unless that 
breed champion is able or thinks it is able 
to meet inter-breed competition. 


When you analyze the prices being paid 
for breeding cattle please remember that 
Aberdeen-Angus are no different than any 
other commodity. A basket of apples from 


‘the orchard contains every conceivable de- 


gree of quality. There is a separate and 
distinct market for each type and quality. 
Remember always that the bulk of the pro- 
duct from the soil is rather common, and 
yet that rather common component supplies 
the basis upon which any production is 
based. Here is where we start to build. 
Each degree of improved quality has its 
place in the improvement of the lesser. So 
the steps lead to the top. Every man or 
woman interested in getting into the beef 
producing business can with careful study 
of his or her own situation determine how 
far up the ladder to start climbing. The 
occupant of any round of this ladder must 
constantly battle to improve his cattle, else 
down he goes—and this holds true to the 
top, even though that top is far out of the 
reach of most of us. We all have our 
wagons hitched to the top star, we never 
know who will make it next. 


The JOURNAL’S forecast last year as to 
the number of cattle on feed did not coin- 
cide with regular propaganda sent out on 
the subject.

We must 
not neglect even the little local shows, The 
chain must not be broken between them and 
the final big shows of the country.

you could have attended the Third An- 

nual Show and Sale held by the South- 
eastern Regional Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association at Atlanta, Georgia, Tuesday 
and Wednesday, November 27th and 28th. 
Frankly, the type and quality of the con- 
signment warranted a much larger crowd 
than was present, although ten states were 
represented at the ringside—North Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Ark- 
ansas, Tennessee, Alabama, Illinois, Missis- 
sippi and Virginia, or rather cattle sold into 
ten states, there may have been others rep- 
resented besides Iowa, the JOURNAL’S 
home state. 

One of the greatest handicaps Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders have to overcome are the 
old-wives tales one can hear most any place. 
It is not uncommon to hear someone, who 
avers he knows, state that a Jersey bull 
would improve the beef quality of the native 
cattle in the far south, that the Piney 
Woods cattle live in the swamps so much 
they are nearly amphibious and that south- 
ern breeders should buy cattle acclimated 
to the southland. 

In talking with C. E. (Tiny) Williams, 
Bartow, Florida, I learned that he has prov- 
ed to his own satisfaction that he can ac- 
climate corn belt cattle to Florida in one 
year’s time. He has purchased numbers of 
cattle from Iowa breeders and has had good 
luck with them on his farm at Bartow, about 
as far south as is geographically possible, 
to go in the United States. 

This was my first visit to Georgia, al- 
though several breeders of this association 
have been well known to me for a number 
of years, and cattle from this area have 
been on the show circuits up in the middle 
west as contenders for top honors in the 
major state shows, and I knew that there 
were some good cattle produced in the 
southeast. However, I was most pleased 
with the quality of the cattle consigned to 
this recent event and as they are represen- 
tations of the breeding and type now being 
produced by numbers of smaller breeders I 
am sure that this newly developed Aber- 
deen-Angus territory is really going-to-town 
in the right manner. 

The judge of this show was to be John B. 
Brown, Rose Hill, Iowa. As he was ill and 
could not be present his son, Elliott, was on 
hand to do the honors. Elliott is well known 
to all breeders in America for he is always 
with the El-Jon Show herd during the sea- 
son on the road, and is well qualified to 
place cattle on individual merit. Any judge 
of such a show does not always place the 
top selling cattle at the top of the classes, 
for the judge works only at placing the in- 
dividuals and is not to pay attention to the 
pedigree or the owner of cattle being shown. 
Everyone seemed well pleased with the plac- 
ings made this day and I will say that EI- 
liott did not do bad placing the tops for his 
supreme champion, the Quisenberry heifer, 
topped the sale at twenty-six hundred; be- 
ing purchased by Heckmeres Highlands; the 
champion bull consigned by Hardwick

Farms, was second high, selling to Tolan 
on order for twenty-five hundred; the re- 
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serve champion heifer, consigned by Ames 
Plantation sold third high, going to Modena 
Plantation for an even two thousand while 
the reserve champion bull, consigned by 
Falling Waters Farm, sold to Dr. Hair, 
Summerville, Georgia, for twelve hundred 
and fifty dollars.

Union Stock Yards. Aberdeen-Angus 
played an important part in making the 
1945 display one of the best and most inter- 
esting to date. The pens were filled with 
loads of fat bullocks. In this grand display 
the Blacks looked good, in fact they looked 
good enough to win the grand championship 
in the car lots—but as there are many a 
slip between the cup and the lip—it just 
did not happen that way. Nevertheless 
everyone who peered over the fences or 
walked the planks gave the Bonnie Blacks 
more than the once over. Many outstand- 
ing cattle judges felt that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus were good enough to be made grand 
champions—for that reason the followers 
of the breed, those interested in producing 
more of this same kind and quality, and the 
men who brought the Black loads to Chi- 
cago can well be proud of the breed. When 
a breed hugs the top so closely it is a “horse 
race” and the breed that is running neck 
and neck can well be proud of holding that 
coveted position. 

When the purple rosette was hung on 
Hadley’s Black calves from Nebraska in the 
feeder section the placement met with gen- 
eral ‘approval for they were good through- 
out. Deep, thick made little rascals, that 
will make a grand showing when finished. 

Down in the Junior Feeding section the 
Blacks stood out like a sore thumb. It is 
doubtful whether more good calves of any 
breed have ever been given the gate in the 
culling process. The competition was strong 
from both major contenders. I watched

age classes rather than weights. The lat- 
ter system it is true gives a bit more sym- 
metry to a class showing, but I doubt very 
much whether it leads to a betterment of 
either breed. After all the length of time 
a bullock spends at the feed bunk has some- 
thing to do with the profitable operation of 
a feed lot project. Under this system many 
a calf that has really “made a record for 
the feed consumed” is shoved aside for an- 
other one that has “taken it easy over a 
longer period of feeding’. Therefore I 
recommend again that we return to the “old 
way” of doing this job. It would be more 
helpful to beef producers, and to the young 
people who select and feed their projects 
for the shows. If this is to be an education- 
al project—why not direct the thinking into 
right channels? 

It was an Iowa boy, Robert Johnson, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Enoch Johnson, of Ida 
Grove, whose Aberdeen-Angus _ bullock, 
Queen’s Lad, a pure bred carrying a pre- 
dominance of Earl Marshall and Revolution 
breeding, that floated to the top in the Jun- 
ior section to claim the Junior championship 
rosette. It was this same calf who later 
battled for the grand championship over all 
breeds, and landed in reserve position. The 
Johnsons can well be proud of this accom- 
plishment. Iowa breeders are proud of their 
achievement and the nation’s breeders are 
proud that a Bonnie Black made such a good 
race.

History of Aberdeen-Angus 


... By ALVIN H. SANDERS 


CHAPTER V 
ADDITIONAL HIGH SPOTS IN ILLINOIS 
and WISCONSIN 


(Continued from last issue) 


Around 1900 Mr. Edwin A. Schwarm came 
into possession of his present farm near 
Loogootee, Illinois, that he is now trying 
to build up to a higher state of production. 
He says “I had not been operating this farm 
long before I was aware of the fact that if 
I were to be successful in farming, it would 
have to be some other method of farming 
than the production of grain. Located down 
in that part of Illinois known as little Egypt 
the producing power of this farm had fal- 
len to about the zero mark when it came in- 
to my possession.” Mr. Schwarm’s recital of 
his experience should be of benefit to others. 
We quote: 

“Very little was known at that time in 
that section about Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Very few people in this part of Illinois had 
ever seen any Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
not many farmers had seen many animals 
of any beef breed. The scrub was generally 
the prime favorite in that part of the state. 
The production of better beef came into my 
mind one day as I was estimating values of 
what cattle I had and I elected to try the 
Aberdeen-Angus. This was about 1902 or 
1903. I attended one of M. A. Judy’s sales 
at Kankakee; and if my memory serves me 
right, purchased six or seven head of the 
best cows in the sale. There were not many 
Blackbirds or Trojan Ericas on the market 
in those days, and a new beginner had to 
take the best there was to be had of such 
families as were offered. It was not long 
after I made these first purchases that I be- 
came a student of the Goodwin & Judy 
school, and it did not take me long to learn 
about the more popular families. Then, as 
fast as my means would permit, I selected 
Blackbirds, Blackcaps and Trojan Ericas 
from prominent herds.” 

This herd, now numbering about one hun- 
dred head, had the benefit of the service 
of such bulls at Brodus Blackburn, Edger- 
ton S., Black Bayard, Postman 2d, Black 
Revolution 6th, Master Eric and Eileenmere 
163d. They are now carrying on the young 
show bull Eileenmere 14th of Greenwood, 
a son of Eileenmere 163d. He is a grand- 
son of Eborea 9th, for which Mr. Schwarm 
was offered $4,000. The bull Eileenmere 
163d was sold in the spring of 1939 to Gar- 
rett Tolan. Mr. Schwarm has two sons, 
Paul and Stanley, who take an active in- 
terest in the cattle, and they are well-known 
on the Illinois fair circuits, showing at the 
State and county fairs, bringing home 

‘many ribbons to testify to the merit of their 
entries and the skill with which they have 
been fitted. 

Albert S. Hawk of Roselawn, Winchester, 
Ill. got his first pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus 
in 1920 from S. P. Smith, who at that time 
had his cattle in Mississippi. They were 
mostly Ericas from the Hugh Elliott dis- 
persion sale of 1918. The Hawk herd con- 
sists at present of some thirty-five head of 
Ericas, Blackbirds and Blackcaps tracing to 
Earl Marshall and Prizemere 9th. The stock 
bull now in use is Bar Marshall 20th, a 
grandson of Earl Marshall, in fact he runs 
through four different lines to that king of 
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sires. His dam, Barbara McHenry 68th, 
was first or 2d at all the state fairs and 3d 
at the International. Elzevin, a P. J. Dono- 
hoe bred bull, also is being used in the herd. 

The herd of Ehlers Brothers, LaMoille, II- 
linois, was founded in 1923. The first cattle 
were purchased from Stanley Pierce, Cong- 
don & Battles, Garrett Tolan and A. D. 
Bradshaw. Later additions were mostly 
from the Rosemere herd of Congdon & Bat- 
tles which included daughters of Blackmere 
16th, junior champion at the International 
in 1922, Idolmere 4th, full brother to Idol- 
mere, 1919 International grand champion, 
and Blackcapmere 17th, a son of Prizemere 
9th. Among the stock bulls they have used 
was Blackcap E. Marshall, by Earl Mar- 
shall, out of Blackcap Empress 23d, by 
Blackeap Revolution. Probably the greatest 
individual bull used was Escort Marshall, a 
son of Earl Marshall and Erica McHenry 
40th by Glenfoil Thick Set 2d. Bred by 
Escher & Ryan, Escort Marshall was one of 
the great show bulls of his day, being forty- 
six times a champion. Prizemere 191st, by 
Prizemere 101st, was next used. He was a 
three-fourths brother to Barbarian of Rose- 
mere 64th, the 1933 International grand 
champion. Renomar, a son of Bell Boy M. 
K. out of a daughter of Glencarnock Revo- 
lution 6th, was purchased from Miller & 
Kemp of Olin, Iowa, in 1935 and has been 
used in the herd for the past four years. He 
has proved to be a sire of good bulls, espec- 
ially when mated with daughters of Prize- 
mere 191st. The latest herd sire is Prize- 
mere 457th secured in the Congdon & Bat- 
tles dispersion sale. He was sired by Ei- 
leenmere 61st out of Pride of Rosemere 
247th, a double-bred Prizemere 9th cow 
whose dam was the 1926 International 
on champion female, Pride of Rosemere 
67th. 

Except for a few local fairs the Ehlers 
have not done much showing. They had 
the grand champion bull at the Central 
States Fair at Aurora, Ill. in 1930, and al- 
so the senior champion female at the same 
show. In 1938 they had the grand champion 
bull at the Mississippi Valley Fair at Dav- 
enport, Iowa. Mr. Alvin Ehlers makes this 
interesting statement: “Our herd was start- 
ed from a small beginning with the proceeds 
from the sale of a couple of grand cham- 
pion 4-H Club steers, one of which sold for 
$500.00. We now have nearly fifty head 
practically all of which are Blackcaps, Bar- 
baras, Ericas and Prides and they are all 
direct descendants of Black Woodlawn, Earl 
Marshall and Prizemere 9th.” 

The Sunny-Side herd of Whitman-Harper 
was started in 1926 on a natural live-stock 
farm, four miles north and one mile east of 
Morris, Illinois. Twenty cows were pur- 


chased from Dr. Raymond Brown of Joliet, . 


Illinois, and twenty-five head from Harrison 
& Ryan, Harlan, Iowa. A few others were 
added from time to time. Within a few 
years the herd had increased to two hundred 
head and has been maintained at this num- 
ber for the past ten years. The proprietors 
planned to carry out a four or five year 
rotation of pasture, corn, small grain with 
clover seeded, alfalfa, corn. The cattle are 
carried on pasture mixture seeded in tillable 
land. Every field is so located that shade 
and running water and blue grass are avail- 
able in connection with seeded pasture. In 


winter they are fed corn silage and alfalfa 
in open sheds with a mineral mixture avail. 
able at all times. 


As is experienced in many pure- 
herds, it was observed that a few Po oe 
largely responsible for the improvement in 
the herd. Consequently their heifers were 
retained, and now the whole herd traces 
from six or eight cows. These cows include 
Blue Ribbon Erica an old show cow out of 
Eramera of Homedale 4th, bred by Silas 
Igo. This cow had five daughters all good 
producers. She had her last calf at 21 years 
of age. Another, Pride of Rosemary 112th, 
was second as a two year old at the Inter- 
national and purchased from Congdon & 
Battles at the International Sale in 1929, 
She is still producing and there are four of 
her heifers in the herd. Blackcap Gwynn 
5th, out of ‘the $7100.00 cow Blackcap 
Gwynn, is a wonderful little cow now geven- 
teen years old and a regular producer. She 
has seven heifers in the herd. Speaking of 
this cow Dr. Whitman remarks: “We sus- 
pect that the $7100.00 paid for her mother 
was perhaps well spent.” Along with these 
are a few daughters of Earl Marshall, 
Blackeap Revolution Again, Eileenmere 4th 
and Blackeap Glenn 2d. 

The first bull used was Revolution 25th, 
bred by H. O. Harrison, a son of Blackcap 
Revolution, out of Blackbird Battina M. 2d 
by Blue Blood 2d of Quiet Dale of the Ced- 
mer herd. Revolution 25th is now fourteen 
years old and still in service. Barbara Qual- 
ity, the next bull, was purchased from the 
Scripps herd, Lake Orion, Michigan. His 
sire was Quality Marshall, grand champion 
at the International and dam a first prize 
cow at Chicago, Barbara McHenry 36th. 
Both sire and dam were sired by Ear! Mar- 
shall. The herd has many daughters of this 
bull, large in type, smooth and good produc- 
ers. Next came Bob Bandolier, by Bando- 
lier of Anoka out of Blackcap’s Lady Belle, 
a Lantz Blackcap, from William E. Scripps. 
This bull was injured, so only a few heifers 
were produced. Eileenmere 147th was pur- 
chased from J. Garrett Tolan. This son of 
Eileenmere 32d is a line-bred Black Wood- 
lawn, is prepotent and producing the right 


sort. 

The 1938 Eileenmere 174th heifers were 
bred to Proud Revolution 7th, a son of Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th, the sire of Black- 
bird Bandolier of Page, that did so much

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A Glass-lined Silo... .. which i Aeid Proof 


loaded mechanically from the bottom, 

and that will keep silage unspoiled in 
the same manner that food is preserved in 
glass jars, by keeping it air tight, has been 
developed for this new age. 

This glass-lined’ silo already has under- 
gone extensive tests and these are some of 
the highlights: 

1. Silage is removed through a 24 inch 
hopper opening at the bottom which is oper- 
ated by an engine driven mechanism, reduc- 
ing labor and hazard, 

2. The engine feeds “burned out” air into 
the top of the silo to keep out the oxygen 
which molds must have, thus eliminating 
spoilage. 

3. The silo is about one-sixth the weight 
of a standard concrete silo. 

4, The cost is comparable to a standard 
silo. 

5. It is to be in production for the 1946 
corn crop. 

It came to the attention of Wesley G. Mar- 
tin, research engineer in charge of the farm 
equipment division of the A. O. Smith Corp., 
that in silos there were factors of spoilage, 
labor expenditure and hazard which if cor- 
rected would be of inestimable value to 
American agriculture. Martin had earlier 
developed a method of coating steel with a 
thin glass surface, a process on which is 
based the company’s extensive manufacture 
of glass lined storage vessels, water heaters 
and other vessels for industrial use. A spec- 
ial type of glass is fused to the steel under 
high temperature, becoming a part of the 
steel, and able to bend with it. 


Martin wanted a silo that would do three 
things—resist corrosion, eliminate spoilage, 
and do away with drudgery and hazard. He 
first tested some glass coated steel by bury- 
ing it in silage for the winter. He found 
the glass unaffected by the strong silage 
acids. 

The next problem was to prevent fresh 
air from getting into the silo. This couldn’t 
be done if a man had to enter it every day 
to throw out silage. So Smith engineers 
worked out a way to unload silage from the 
bottom. The result was a hopper type base 
with an engine driven mechanism which 
forces the silage out at the bottom while 
the engine itself pumps “burned out” air 
into the top of the silo to prevent the en- 
trance of oxygen-bearing air. 

The last problem was the protection of 
the steel exterior from the weather, and 
that was easily solved by glass coating the 
outside, which eliminates any need for 
paint. 

Martin built a test silo at Swiss Town 
Farms, near Beloit, Wis. The silo was fill- 
ed recently and is now under study by Smith 
engineers. 

From the mouth of the hopper an agitator 
“mast” projects a few feet into the silo. 
Attached to it are short lengths of heavy 
flexible tubing equipped with weights. The 
six horsepower engine turns the mast at 
about 30 rpm and the weights are designed 
to knock down enough silage to avoid 
“bridging.” Small blades in the mouth of 
the hopper force the silage out. 

A large metal pipe can be extended from 
the hopper into the barn. A worm gear in- 
side the pipe, turned by the engine, moves 
the silage right into a cart or wheelbarrow. 


The idea of pumping the engine exhaust 
into the silo occurred to Martin when he 
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\ GLASS-LINED steel silo that is un- 


realized that a specially adjusted carburetor 
on a gasoline engine would produce an ex- 
haust gas similar to the atmosphere in the 
silo, that is, about 75 per cent nitrogen, 12 
per cent carbon dioxide—the bubbles you see 
in soda water—and small quantities of 
water vapor and other minor elements. 

The silo is filled through a pipe running 
up the inside, with the intake nozzle pro- 
jecting out a few feet above the ground. 
The pipe that takes the burned air to the 
top of the silo can be opened to become an 
air overflow pipe during filling operations. 
Because it might be desirable to get into the 
silo on rare occasions, a manway has been 
provided at the base.

Each panel should be lined with heavy tar 
paper attached loosely to the fencing s0 it 
can settle with the silage without tearing.

In 1937 Mr. Kuhn purchased the top cow 
at the Swigert sale, Evergreen 44th S. 3d 
with a fine heifer calf at side. During 1936 
and 1937 seven good Erica and Elba and 
Miss Burgess females were bought from A. 
D. Bradshaw. At the 1937 International 
sale Eileenmere 162d, the top selling bull 
of the sale, was secured. He stood second 
in his class that year at Chicago. In 1939 
he won four grand championships for 
Messrs. Kuhn and stood fourth at Chicago. 
Eileenmere 162d died in January, 1940. His 
case was diagnosed as a hemorrhage of the 
fourth stomach. A late addition was a very 
good aged cow in the Battles dispersion, 
Blackbird of Rosemere 62d.

His 
name, Mercer: grand champion of the In- 
ternational Fat Stock Show of 1938; shown 
by Miss Irene Brown at a weight of 1130 
lbs. sold, to be used for advertising pur- 
poses, to the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company for $3785.50; and by them exhit- 
ited throughout a large portion of the Unit- 
ed States, including the New York World’s 
Fair of 1939. The honor of having produc- 
ed this sensational bullock falls to Dr. R. 
C. Johnston of Aledo, who began buying 
breeding stock in 1932. His first purchases 
were made locally and included specimens 
of the McHenry Blackcaps, Miss Burgess, 
Ericas and Fourth Branch Blackbirds. Se- 
lections were also made from the herds of 
H. D. Miller, J. M. Tudor, Robert Larmer, 
Hamilton Bros. and John Brown & Son. The 
herd has now been built up to a total of 
some sixty head of registered females. 

Dr. Johnston purchased the cow Earnest 
Erica 4th from Dyson and Rodewald, bred 
to Blackeap Lad S. This mating produced

The University of Illinois bought the heif-

3d. Prof. Roscoe R. Snapp of the Animal 
Husbandry department reports that alto- 
gether thirty-five animals descended from 
her, have been born upon the University 
farm, of which nine are in the herd at the 
present time. In addition to these Black- 
birds there are four Blackcap cows and two 
Ericas. The herd consists at this writing 
of one bull, twenty cows and heifers of 
breeding age, and about a dozen youngsters. 
All of these except four of the cows have 
been bred on the University farm. 

The bull that was used in the herd for 
several years was Barban 3d of Sunbeam, 
purchased at the International sale of 1937, 
at which show he stood second in the junior 
calf class. He was bred by S. C. Fullerton 
of Miami, Oklahoma and his sire, bred by 
Otto Battles, was by Prizemere 32d out of a 
cow by Prizemere 9th. The dam of Barban 
3d of Sunbeam was Barbara of Anoka, the 
junior champion bull at Chicago in 1931. 
During the past five or six years the Uni- 
versity has owned and leased several bulls 
from Mr. Tolan, among these Eileenmere 
95th, by Eileenmere 32d, Eileenmere 87th by 
Eileenmere 32d and Eileenmere T. F. 2d a 
grandson of Eileenmere 32d, out of a cow by 
Prince Marshall. This last bull was the 
sire of Zephyr, the grand champion Aber- 
deen-Angus steer at Ogden, Utah in 1939. 
This steer was bred by the University of 
Illinois but was sold after the International 
show to Spitzer and Tolan. Another out- 
standing steer which the University bred 
was Jack Horner, reserve grand champion 
steer at the 1927 International. 

The bull now in use is Postelmere 5th 
632373 purchased from the Southside Stock 
Farm, Rockbridge. He was bred by Mr. 
Philip H. Postel and is by Hanes’ Eileen- 
mere and is out of Eileenmere Lady A. 2d. 
At the present time all the Aberdeen-Angus 
on the farm, with but two exceptions, have 
been bred at the University. Also, at the 
present time there are nine descendants of 
the foundation female. In addition to these 
eM they have ten Blackcaps and four 

ricas. 

The Fred S. Frye & Sons herd at Peoria, 
Illinois, was started in the fall of 1934. The 
cow herd now numbers about 70 head, con- 
sisting of Ericas, Queen Mothers, Blackbirds 
and Blackcaps. Herd sire in use is Eileen- 
mere 300th 564870. 

The Meadow View herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle was founded in 1904 by J. & W. 
D. Mobley, a father and son of Mt. Ster- 
ling, Illinois. The senior member, Julius 
Mobley, had successfully developed a high 
grade herd of Aberden-Angus from which 
was annually fed a carload of top baby 
beeves for the markets. 

The son, William Dean, a pioneer agricul-

PRACTICAL SHORT COURSE IN ANI. 
MAL HUSBANDRY TO VETERANS, 


Dean Edward C. Johnson has announced 
that, effective January 28, 1946, Washing- 
ton State College will offer short courses 
in agriculture especially designed to meet 
the needs of veterans of World War II. The 
short course will provide practical and con- 
centrated work for G.I.’s who do not wish 
to take a four-year degree. 

Dr. M. E. Ensminger, Head of the W.S.C. 
Department of Animal Husbandry, and his 
staff, have outlined special courses for ani- 
mal husbandry majors including study in 
the fields of feeds and feeding, animal 
breeding, meats and live stock production 
and management. Much of this work in an- 
imal husbandry will consist of practical 
class exercises with the college live stock 
farm serving as the laboratory. Short 
course students in animal husbandry will 
use the expanded and improved herds and 
flocks, Dr. Ensminger, said, and will be 
permitted to observe the practical exper- 
mental work under way. 

The short course catalog describing this 
work is just off the press and a copy may 
be obtained by directing a request to Wash- 
ington State College, Pullman, Washington. 
Veterans are eligible to obtain this practi- 
cal training under the G.I. bill of rights.

The herd bulls, of course, need no intro- 
duction to the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
Envious Blackcap B. 6th, one of the few 
living International grand champions, looks 
good. He is sound, carries his age well, and 
walks his paddock like a youngster. Ames 
Plantation Pride’s Eric, three times a first 
prize winner and a junior champion at 
the International, is as sure as ever. His 
calves are very outstanding, and without a 
doubt he will have to be recognized as one 
of the top breeding bulls of the breed. 

Kileenmere 260th looks even better than 
when he was made senior champion at the 
1941 International. He is still a young bull 
and should make an even greater record in 
the breeding pen. 

Ravenswood Bandolier 12th is one of the 
typiest, thickest, deep bodied, good headed 
bulls of the breed. He is young and the 
first calves sired by him were dropped this 
past fall. They look good and I know he 
will be able to hold his own with the rest of 
the bulls. 

Three sons of Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
of breeding age, are in the herd. Ravens- 
wood Envious 6th is a three-year old, very 
correct on his legs, good headed, and with 
plenty of bone. His calves look good. 

Ravenswood Envious 7th is a two-year 
old. He is a bull with a lot of type, is very 
stylish, burly, with worlds of character. 

Ravenswood Envianna is twenty months 
old and out of Envianna of Bates, a daugh- 
ter of Envious Blackcap B. 6th. This is 
a very short coupled, compact bull, with a 
lot of style and very mellow.

He was purchas- 
as a calf in the 1943 National sale and 
developed into a very good sire. His 
sons and daughters are very good. 

It is the plan of C. V. Whitney and that 
of his very capable manager, Ivor Balding, 
to send the bulk of the Ravenswood herd to 
Lexington. A small part of the herd, espec- 
ially the show cattle, will be sent to the C. 
V. Whitney Farm on Long Island. It is the 
ambition and hope of both of these men to 
establish and develop an Aberdeen-Angus 
herd that is comparable or even greater 
than their Thoroughbreds. This is a goal 
that will be hard to reach, but with the herd 
bulls and the females which they now have, 
they have an advantage of about twenty 
years and are well on their way. We wish 
you a lot of success, Mr. Whitney, and I am 
sure that Aberdeen-Angus breeders all over 
the country are hoping that a “Whitney 
bred” Aberdeen-Angus will soon be as pop- 
ular as a “Whitney bred” Thoroughbred.

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grassland farming to stay (not in and out). 
Some are turning to grassland farming 
from necessity because it does not pay to 
farm or pasture poor land. Some are turn- 
ing their best soil to grass to beat soil 
erosion to the punch. 

Man and His Animals Cause Soil Erosion 
—When I moved to the Indian Territory, it 
had not been sectionized or opened to allot- 
ment. The soil was exceedingly fertile, be- 
ing protected by grass sod or forest. 
Whether we admit it or not, man and his 
animals are responsible for the widespread 
damage done by soil erosion. 

It takes minerals to produce a crop and 
when soil has been once depleted of its 
minerals, whether by crop removal, leaching 
or soil erosion, they must be added. That 
means to buy them in sacks or bulk, haul 
them out and spread them on the land, plow 
them under. Pay the price for our folly and 
start all over. 

Man and his animals in a brief time can 
destroy fertility in soil that it took nature 
by decaying grass roots or leaf mold cen- 
turies to build. 

Soil Erosion Universal Problem—No mat- 
ter where you live the forces of soil erosion 
or soil conservation are at work on your 
farm and ranch.

Pays to Turn Good Land to Grass—If | 
may emphasize one point more than anoth 
it is this: We should turn our best land at 
least a large portion of it to grass sod * 
my own experience it is hard to do. It rk 
a lot of nerve. But once done we can rn 
be proud of it. We would not have so se ; 
sub-marginal farmers and farmer stockmen 
if we would turn more of our best land to 
sod oo for — yp of our over- 
cropped, over grazed, deminerali : 
ponent land. arene, i: 

oil scientists have found that w 
utilize crops from our land and maintain tte 
— the same time. 

t is human nature to want to “ 
cake and have it, too”. But no edi 
method to make it work has been discovered 
notwithstanding we have tried out many 
schemes such as alternating rowcrops with 
legumes, broad-casting and pasturing off 
the crop or using it for a hay crop. Feed 
the soil and it will feed man and his ani- 
mals. Feed is no richer in minerals or vita- 
mins than the soil that produced it. 

Pioneer in Soil Erosion Practices—I have 
pioneered in soil erosion practices for more 
than a third of a century, the first twenty- 
five years I did a lot of experimenting at 
my own expense, but now I don’t have to. 
Uncle Sam is doing the experimenting for 
us. Have owned and operated one farm 
and ranch better than thirty-six years, hav- 
ing built the second terrace in my home 
county. Prefer to do my own surveying 
since there are more ways than one to ter- 
race any particular tract of land. Our ter- 
races are thirty-six to forty feet wide to 
facilitate tractor and machinery operations. 

Burning off our haymeadows and pastures 
is prohibited. For foundation sod grass 
we use Burmuda, overseeded to Dallis, Ital- 
ian Rye-grass and Lespedeza which furnish- 
es grazing ten months in the year and some 
times longer. For supplementary pasture, 
we use Sudan grass_ over-seeded to 
Lespedeza. 

As long as grass is cheaper and pays 
more net profit through live stock farming 
than any other crop, we should practice 
grassland farming. 

Until science discovers a substitute for 
grass sod as a soil builder, one-half or more 
of our cropland should be sodded, three to 
six years in six to eight year crop rotation 
program, not only for our own benefit, but 
in fulfillment of our trusteeship to pos- 
terity.

However, when cattle are sold at private 
treaty, or public sale, or at sale barns, a 
test should accompany each animal, except 
vaccinated calves twenty months of age or 
under. Perhaps twenty months is hardly 
sufficient time for negative titer after vac- 

cination. 

One paragraph in the new law allows a 
farmer to accept a more liberal plan of con- 
trol and I quote: “The owner of any herd of 
domestic cattle who desires to cooperate with 
the Department in the elimination of Bangs’ 
disease under some plan or program other 
than the test and slaughter plan, may do so, 
without having his entire herd tested for 
Bangs’ disease, in accordance with the re- 
quirements of such plans and any other 
relevant provisions of this act.” end of 
quote.

age program was lying dormant up to the 
time the Doctor became active in it. Such 


agreements are highly important to live 
stock men of Illinois. 

One state in particular has passed a law 
making compulsory vaccination of all calves 
between the ages of four and eight months 
except those in accredited herds. I under- 
stand that the state of Wisconsin has inject- 
ed more calves with strain 19 during the 
past year than any other state in the Union. 

I, as a stockman, am certainly of the 
opinion that the entire program should re- 
solve itself around calfhood vaccination. 
And, with the help of the veterinarians in 
Illinois, let us hope that it can be accom- 
plished, even to the extent of eliminating 
much of the bleeding, perhaps all of it ex- 

cept when cattle change ownership. ; 

One noted veterinarian writes me that in 
his opinion, “Anything that impresses more 
and more upon the live stock owner that 
the blood test is the most important point 
of his program, he will then conclude that 
the only practical method is to bootleg the 
vaccine and vaccinate his calves, as many 
of them have done for the past several 
years and have accumulated an entirely im- 
munized herd.” Such a procedure is adopt- 
ed only on account of repulsive regulations. 

I am not one who endorses the provisions 
of a new law 100%. There is perhaps, 
under its provisions, an opportunity for an 
official with a packed advisory commission 
to have adopted as rules and regulations for 
the precedure of calfhood vaccination, prac- 
tices that are impractical and unnecessary 
and make the accomplishment of a complete 
or all-out calfhood vaccination impossible. 
With the result that will slow up this im- 
portant work sufficiently for many, many 
years to come, perhaps always, the greater 
majority of our calves will not be vaccinated 
and the disease will go on and on, while a 
few in authority insist upon rules and regu- 
lations so distasteful to the owners, or con- 
sume so much of the veterinarians time that 
the job of calfhood vaccination, the only 
known remedy, can never be completed. 

_I wish to advise that at almost each ses- 
sion of the last legislature, members of the 
House and Senate were being lobbied almost 
continuously in an endeavor to get the mem- 
bers pledged against the support of the 
original bills, which, as originally introduced 
by myself and others, did remove from the 
Live Stock Department the authority to 
adopt rules and regulations at will. This 
endeavor to defeat the bill continued, re- 
gardless of the desires of live stock owners,

inarians, regardless of the advice of the 
Farm Bureaus, and the Grange, and regard- 
less of the result of the U. S. Experiment on 
48,000 calves.

The Advisory Board of Live 
missioners, as provided by ais eee 
shall consist of the Chief Veterinarian of 
Illinois, the Dean of the College of A * 
culture of the University of Illinois 
Director of Public Health, the chairman of 
the Committee on Agriculture of the Senat 
the chairman of the Committee on host. 
culture of the House of Representatives 
who shall be ex-officio members thereof. 
and eight additional persons interested in 
the prevention, elimination and control of 
diseases of domestic animals and poultry. 

Of such additional persons, one shall bea 
representative of breeders of beef cattle, of 
dairy cattle, one of dual purpose cattle, one 
of breeders of swine, one of poultry breed- 
ers, one of sheep breeders, one shall be a 
veterinarian licensed in this State, and one 
shall be a representative of general or diver- 
sified farming. 

In the appointment of such Advisory 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners, the 
Governor shall consult with representative 
persons and recognized organizations in the 
respective fields concerning such appoint- 
ments. 

The rules and regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture pertaining to the pre- 
vention, elimination and control of diseases 
of domestic animals and poultry shall be 
submitted to such Advisory Board of Live 
Stock Commissioners for approval at a duly 
called meeting thereof, and a report of the 
Board’s action thereon, as recorded in its 
minutes, shall be filed with the Director of 
said Department. before they are promulgat- 
ed and become effective. 

I have a letter dated October 15, 1945, 
from George F. Barrett, Attorney General 
of the State of Illinois, in reply to a request 
I made of him to construe the application of 
Senate Bill No. 376 passed by the 64th Gen- 
eral Assembly, and approved June 25, 1945. 
This, as you know, is the Bangs’ Disease 
Control] Law. 

General Barrett in a lengthy opinion says, 


‘and I quote, “You inquire if under the pro- 


visions of the Bangs’ Disease Act, as 
amended, the State Department of Agricul- 
ture is authorized to utilize state funds to 
conduct a program under which the owners 
of dairy and breeding cattle may have 
calves between the ages of four and eight 
months vaccinated against Bangs’ Disease 
without being obligated to have such ani- 
mals, or any other animals in the herd, 
tested for Bangs’ Disease.” end of quote. 


I wish that I might read you the entire 


line of reasoning of the Attorney General’ 


in construing the application of this Bangs’

Quoting further from General Barrett’s 
opinion, “It is my conclusion from the ex- 
press language added to the Bangs’ Disease 
Act by Senate Bill 376 and the legislative 
intention disclosed by the history of this 
legislation, that the State Department of 
Agriculture is authorized to utilize appro- 
priations of State moneys made to_it for 
the purpose of conducting a Bangs Disease 
control program under which the owners of 
dairy and breeding cattle may have calves 
between four and eight months of age vac- 
cinated against Bangs’ Disease without be- 
ing obligated to have such animals, or any 
other animals in the herd, tested for Bangs’ 
Disease.” end of quote. 

Again I want to impress upon you the im- 
portance, at all times, of contacting your 
members of the Legislature on important 
matters affecting your profession and the 
live stock industry. 

I am convinced there is no substitute for 
competent; technically trained veterinarian 
service. We know that a progressive agri- 
cultural country can best maintain its posi- 
tion through the live stock industry. 

We also know that if you men did not 
continually carry on this warfare against 
animal diseases, the American citizen might 
be faced a great deal of the time with a 
meatless diet. Without the live stock pro- 
duction, the fertility of our farms would 
gradually go down, regardless of anything 
that we might do to prevent it, and that 
sooner or later, we might be face to face 
with a condition in America as to a food 
supply, comparable with some of the coun- 
tries that now have serious food supply 
problems. Your efficient services surely aid 
in preventing such. 

The largest industry, the most important 
industry, the industry that does more to 
maintain the soil fertility and produce food 
than all else, is that of live stock. 

This industry owes much of its existence 
to technically trained men such as you, 
trained veterinarians, who spend your entire 
lives combating the diseases that would al- 
most eliminate the live stock industry but 
for you. 

I have given you a history and the result 
of one of the most stupendous experiments 
ever carried on anywhere, in quoting Dr. 
Mohler, on Calfhood Vaccination. It is cer- 
tainly convincing. I have quoted Attorney 
General Barrett in his opinion, that under 
the law as recently enacted, a farmer may, 

In conjunction with the Department use 
State Funds, Vaccinate his calves without 
prebleeding of the calves vaccinated, or any 
of the balance of the herd. 

_ You have been told that rules and regula- 
tions before being promulgated, must be re- 
ported upon by the Live Stock Advisory 
Commission. If any official or superintend- 
ant interferes with the progress, let’s re- 
move him. It’s up to you. Let’s accomplish 
the task of calfhood vaccination and im- 
munize breeding herds in Illinois. Let’s go!
